The Grand Lodge was called from refreshment to labor. 

The Grand Officers in their seats.

The M. W. Grand Master submitted his annual communica- 
tion,. wdrich was read and adopted; when, on motion of R. W. 
Best, it was referred to a committee of three, to report upon 
the various subjects referred to in his communication. : Bros. P. 
A.. Holt, W. G. Hill and Galvin J. Rogers were appointed 
that committee. 

To the Most Wot shipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Brethren : The season that calls us together around the chief altar of our 
grand jurisdiction, would seem to be peculiarly appropriate for a few reflec- 
tions upon some of the prominent characteristics of our institution, and the 
reasons why we r especially, should feel for it a profound veneration. Though 
masonry, as an operative association, or school of architects, existed among the 
heathen nations long anterior to the building of King Solomon’s Temple, yet, 
it had none of the vital characteristics necessary to inspire a general interest, 
or to render it particularly attractive to any other class. It was then and 
there, under the reign of a monarch peculiarly endowed by the Almighty for 
the advancement of his glory, and of the happiness of his people, and with 
the co-operation of a powerful neighbor and ally, in the person of the Tyrian 
King, that masonry was born again. At the building of that great temple 
the spirit and attributes that govern the institution at the present day, were 
incorporated into the operative order. On that great day, when the cap stone 
was laid, when the triumphant shout of Israel proclaimed that the Almighty 
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had received with approbation that stupendous offering of patient and pious 
labor, the seal of speculative principle was affixed to the organic system of the- 
fraternity of operative masons. Radiating from that glorious source and 
centre, the genius of freemasonry began to diffuse its light through the sur- 
rounding nations. And very soon we find her humble altars erected in the 
chief cities of Palestine, of Persia and of Egypt. Thence, with the march of 
empires she has maintained an equal pace, and as each one in succession reached 
its culminating point and began to decline, the succeeding wave has borne her 
ever upward and onward. Though, every human institution must of necessity 
suffer by the vicissitudes that overturn governments and social systems, how- 
ever imperfect, yet in the institution of masonry, there is a compensating prin- 
ciple, against which adversity wars in vain. This feature in her organization 
affords a most interesting subject for contemplation. The mutability of all 
the works of man inclines us to attach the greatest value to those things upon 
which we have learned to look, as the most lasting, and the least variable in 
their nature. In this respect our institution stands pre-eminent. That great 
temple, the pride of Israel, and the wonder of all nations, fashioned with so 
much skill and elegance, and of the most durable material known to the archi- 
tect, is not even classed among the ancient ruins it has been literally annihi- 
lated, and that no less spacious and magnificent structure, erected upon the 
same hallowed spot, four hundred: and seventy years later, has shared a fate 
equally sad — equally disastrous.. The two- powerful nations by whose wealth 
it was built, are known to the world, as such, no longer. The builders of 
Memphis, of Thebes, and of the Pyramids, with all the characteristics of their 
raee, have passed away, and Egypt, once supreme in wealth, in power and in 
learning, the very Mecca of the aspirant after knowledge, is now, perhaps, off 
all the ancient kingdoms, the most desolate. In contemplating that chaos of 
a once mighty empire, there is a melancholy pleasure in the reflection, that 
the only testimonials of her ancient splendor that have survived the wreck, 
were planted there by the hands of our brethren, and that those monuments off 
the masonic art, with the mould of centuries clinging thick and dark around 
them, still have power to charm the scholar, the painter, the sculptor and the 
architect of every clime. The once rich and powerful Idumea lies buried 
beneath the sands of the desert, or in sterile, dreary, barren and uninhabitable- 
waste, and her chief city, hidden from the eyes of men, until the story of its 
existence began to be regarded as fabulous. Greece, once glorious in arms, and 
in all the refinements of learning, of art and of architecture, the prolific 
mother of great men, the land of Cadmus, of Homer and of Hesiod, the land 
over which the immortal genius of Plato, of Pythagoras, of Demosthenes and 
of Euclid, have shed a halo of unfading glory ; and where we may 

“ Hold high converse with the mighty dead, 

Sages of ancient time, as gods revered; 

As gods beneficent, who blessed mankind 

With arts, with arms, and humanized a world.” 

There the genius of liberty has laid her sceptre at the feet of the conqueror 
yielded successively to the Persian, the Macedonian, the Roman, the Goth, the 
Catelonian and the Ottoman ; she has been despoiled of all that was great in 
the character of her people, noble in her institutions and glorious in her works 
of art, and the yoke is now the appropriate emblem of her political degradation 

“’Tis Greece, but living Greece no more.” 

Her world-renowned Acropolis, once the garden of sculpture and of archi- 
tecture, crowned with the wonderful temples of Minerva, and of Jupiter 
Olympus, around which an ocean of blood has been poured out, after having 
resisted the ravaging spirit of conquest, the destructive engines of the invader, 
and the sacrilegous hand of the infidel, for more than two thousand years, was 
shorn at last of all the gems of art that clustered in such rich profusion about 
its gorgeous fanes and splendid courts. 
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"When Borne was gathering into her iron grasp the reins of political do- 
minion, and flushed with the hope of eternal sway, Numa Pompilius instituted 
the Ancilia, with sacred rites and imposing ceremonies, as a symbol of the 
perpetuity of the empire ; yet that stupendous power, raised upon the ruins of 
a world flushed with the pride of unlimited sway and looking to the uttermost 
verge of time as the meridian of her supremacy, could not command exemp- 
tion from the common fate. 

“As year by year each crumbling fragment drops 
Prom time’s dull wreck into oblivion’s void.” 

So have the revolving years lopped off the States and Kingdoms that poured 
their tribute into the treasury of “ Imperial Borne.” The sun of her glory 
has set forever, and mental darkness and physical imbecility broods over the 
coliossal ruin. 

Thus have kingdoms, empires and republics risen, flourished and decayed 
with age, since the advent of the Order of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons. 

The institutions of learning for which old Borne and Greece were distin- 
guished, their schools of philosophy and religion, have all passed away. Their 
ancient mysteries, notwithstanding their alluring promises, that the souls of 
the initiated should have their future abode in the habitation of the gods, are 
gone, and their rituals forgotten. 

Of the innumerable institutions, founded at different ages of the world, for 
the amelioration of the mental, moral and physical condition of man, there 
is not one extant, that has attained to a tjthe of the years that number the age 
of masonry. It must not be supposed that she has passed unscathed through all 
the chances and changes of her eventful pilgrimage. Pew institutions have 
been more relentlessly persecuted. Alternately fostered and interdicted by 
monarchs and governments, cherished and anathematized by a most powerful hi- 
erarchy, her votaries dragged, under every conceivable pretext, to the dungeon, 
the scaffold and the inquisition, yet her march has been ever steadily and peace- 
fully onward. Silently and unobtrusively she has pursued her course, a pas- 
sive witness of political and religious conflicts that scattered ruin and desola- 
tion over the fairest portion of this fair globe. Her mission is emphatically 
one of peace, and most faithfully has she fulfilled it. No plots or conspiracies 
against legal authority, however oppressive, have ever been traced to her 
sanctuaries.’ She uses no carnal weapons in defence of her rights, or the en- 
forcement of her principles. Mental darkness is her great adversary, and 
with the Swerd of Truth, she has ever maintained the conflict. Under the 
Banner of Love, she has, in her silent march, spread a zone of philanthropy 
about a world. 

When we look back through the dim distant past, to Mount Moriah’s sacred 
fane, before our mental vision 

“ A beauteous image doth serenely glide, 

As ’t were an Iris, ’mid the clouds of Thought, 

With splendor calm, like that by twilight brought, 

That lingers on the verge of parting light, 

And flings enchantment o’er the brow of night. 

Expressions fleeting radiance, from her eye, 

Palls like a meteor, through an anturnn sky; 

Her voice, though near, yet borne from far, doth seem — 

The lonely eeho that survives a dream.” 

To the intelligent mason, it cannot be other than a source of the deepest 
interest to watch this beautiful image, this genius of our institution, through 
her wonderful pilgrimage. To see arise on every side, kingdoms and empires, 
republics and institutions, all contending in the race, for glory and immortality, 
to note their struggles and contentions for supremacy, to see them wax and 
wane, flourish and fall away, each in succession, to their original chaos, and 
others on their ruins rise, to share in turn the same inglorious fate. While 
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for the frailties and misfortunes of each she drops a pitying tear, with strength 
and vigor unimpaired, she till pursues her onward course. Who can 6tudy 
the history, and analyze the principles of masonry, and then resist the con- 
clusion that it is stamped with the patent of the Deity. To what great power 
else are we indebted for this wonderful preservation from the calamitous fate 
of all her early contemporaries? If we may not infer a special superintend- 
ing Providence, we may, without presumption, claim a design on the part of 
the great Creator, by a combination of certain pure and immutable principles, 
to perpetuate the institution for the good of our race. What a powerful in- 
centive does such a conclusion furnish, for us to cherish it, to guard it from 
all evil influences, and to transmit it, pure and undefiled, to our successors ; 
and to him through whose divine interposition we have received it from the 
hands of our sires, our humble and sincere thanks are eminently due; in His 
praise should our voices be united, and to him should we devoutly appeal for 
wisdom to govern our councils, and to guide us m the true and faithful admin- 
istration of the important interest that she has committed to our care. 

Another cycle has been added to the long array that nmrks an unparalleled 
age of continually increasing prosperity, during which time no calamity has 
touched the great heart of masonry in our peaceful and happy country. With 
grateful hearts and high hopes, therefore, may we enter upon the untried 
future ; and while we live up to the true principles of our masonic profession, 
we may look with confidence to that great light that has guided our institution 
through the perils and persecutions of the past, for many a cordial greeting 
around this sacred altar. 

Brethren, I will not divert your attention longer from the primary objects 
of our convocation. We are here to examine the transactions of the past 
year, and to take council of each other for the future interests of our Order in 
North Carolina. To that end, therefore, it becomes my duty to place before 
you a record of my official acts during that time. 

Among the duties assigned to me at the last communication, was the ap- 
pointment of District Deputy Grand Masters for each of the seven judicial 
districts of the State. This was done so near the cPse of the session, that it 
was impossible, before the adjournment, to make judicious selections. Imme- 
diately, therefore, after the close, and before leaving the capital, I commenced 
a correspondence with known and reliable brethren in the several districts, 
with the view of obtaining the services of such as were well qualified, and 
resided near the centre of their respective districts. This so delayed the ap- 
pointments, that the Proceedings were printed before the list was completed, 
and the names of Bro. Henry T. Clark for the third, and D. D. Philips for 
the fourth districts, do not appear in the list of appointments. And it was not 
until the last of June that I succeeded in finding a competent brother that 
would undertake the duties of Grand Lecturer for the Slate at large. Bro. 
James H. Strum having consented to serve, I issued his commission on the 
first of July, and very soon thereafter he entered upon the discharge of his 
duties. 

The case of brothers James J 4 Moore and J. M. Stone, that came up on an 
appeal from Franklinton Lodge, No. 123, at the last communication, was re- 
ferred to me for a decision ; and af u er a careful examination of the record of 
the proceedings of that Lodge, in the two trials, I referred it back for a new 
trial, pointing out the errors and irregularities of the original proceedings, 
and giving them such directions in regard to their future action in the case as 
seemed necessary. Herewith I submit the abstract of the proceedings upon 
which my decision was based, and a copy of the decision and instructions, 
marked A. 

Under a resolution of the Grand Lodge, adopted at the last communication, 
requiring the Grand Master to make an appeal to the Subordinate Lodges, in 
behalf of St. John’s College, as soon as other pressing engagements would 
permit, I addressed a circular letter to each of the Lodges within our juris- 
diction, to each of the grand officers, and to as many of the friends of that 
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institution as were personally known to me, and herewith submit a copy of 
the same, marked B. 

What has been accomplished during the past year for the pecuniary relief 
of the College, cannot yet be fully determined. Though I have said and 
written much in behalf of this institution, yet I should do violence to my own 
judgment and feelings, and to the future welfare of masonry in North Caro- 
lina, were I to retire from the important position in which I have been placed 
by the fraternity, without once more urging its claims upon your attention. 

As I have already said, I cannot now tell what remains to be done, to place 
the property, unencumbered, in the possession and under the full and entire 
control of the Grand Lodge. But were it even more than the estimates of 
last year, it should not discourage, but stimulate us to more energetic and per- 
severing efforts ; for I cannot believe but that the fraternity will yet awake to 
its true interests, and a correct appreciation of the moral obligations that bind, 
us to the faithful execution of that work. 

Brethren, let me conjure you by all the principles of honor, and; the incen- 
tives to duty, to yourselves as masons, and to the Order in North Carolina, never 
to abandon this enterprise. I have no personal interest in it beyond that which 
every member of the craft should feel ; but I revere the name and principles of 
masonry, and cherish the honor of the institution as a sacred thing, which as true 
masons, we should shield from the very shadow of reproach. Any breach of' 
faith on the part of the Grand Lodge would recoil upon the character of every 
member of the Order under its jurisdiction. And in this matter, I do assure' 
you that the Grand Lodge has gone too far to recede without a sacrifice of the 
plainest principles of honesty. This may be called, a strong or harsh expres- 
sion, and 1 admit that it has no melody in it, but truth is not always pleasant,, 
any more than physic, yet both are absolutely indispensable. 

Take the records of the Grand Lodge from the time this enterprise was in- 
augurated, read them carefully, and see what she has said, what she has prom- 
ised, through her committees, the pledges she has made through her agents, 
what she ba3 said in her councils, and reiterated from year to year, what she 
has done, and what remains to be done, and then, if there is one member pres- 
ent who will say that she can honestly abandon it, I might consent to modify 
the expression, yet I should hold to the same opinion still. 

It will sorm be no longer my duty, or my privilege, to urge you to the con- 
sideration of this matter, jet 1 will not relinquish with my office, my confi- 
dence in the integrity of the fraternity., “ Gome weal, or come woe,” they 
have ever been true to the highest principles of right and justice, and I cannot 
believe that they will forsake them now,. 

Since the last communication I have issued dispensations for the opening of 
six new lodges, the names and locality of which will appear in the report of 
the Grand Secretary. I have bad petitions for soma others, which I thought 
it inexpedient to grant. 

On the 20th of June last, upon the petition of the requisite number of the 
original members of Wilson Lodge, No. 139, I issued a dispensation for its- 
revival. 

I have been under the unpleasant necessity of summoning Bro. Jno. Ireland, 
formerly a member of Shallow Lord Lodge, No. 169, to appear before this 
Grand Lodge, to answer the charge of resisting one of its edicts, and also the> 
authority of the Grand Master. The papers in that case are herewith sub- 
mitted, marked C. 

By a resolution adopted at the last Grand Communication, I was instructed 
to " appoint some suitable person to visit Oxford, and examine the books, 
subscriptions, bonds, notes and accounts, and everything appertaining to the 
condition of the College, and to state the same in a condensed form, in as plain 
a manner as practicable, embracing all the accounts from the organization of 
the board, and report the same to the next Grand Lodge.” Peeling the im- 
portance of having such a report upon our records, I used every effort in my 
power to obtain the services of a competent accountant, but the necessity of 
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going to Oxford, where access could be had to the books and papers, and where 
the officers could be consulted, defeated all my efforts, such persons generally 
having local employment. I have still, however, hopes that we may succeed, 
and that such a statement of the transactions of the board may be placed upon 
our records for future reference. 

Upon an examination of the form adopted at the last communication for 
recording the transactions of subordinate lodges, I find that in many particu- 
lars, it recognizes a practice that is in conflict with the rules laid down in 
the By-Laws of this Grand Lodge. I have, therefore, prepared, and submit 
herewith such a form as the lodges may properly use as a guide in recording 
the usual transactions of their meetings. 

There is a practice prevailing, to some considerable extent, in our subordi- 
nate lodges, to which I desire to call your attention, and which, I think, should 
be corrected by special enactment. I refer to that of leaving the minutes or 
journal of the proceedings of one meeting of the lodge to be adopted or con- 
firmed by the succeeding meeting. From this practice has arisen many dis- 
putes, erroneous proceedings, and much bad feeling among the members. The 
minutes should be read, and confirmed before the lodge is closed, and while the 
members who participated in the transactions are present. They are the only 
persons competent to decide as to the truth of the record. Instead of this, we 
have the very anomalous proceedings of members voting or deciding upon a 
question of fact about which they can know nothing ; and it often happens 
that the minutes of a meeting are confirmed, or some portions of them set 
aside, when there is not seven members present who were at the preceding 
meeting, and yet the lodge takes upon itself to say whether or not the record 
is true. 

Some of our subordinate lodges ar©' either ignorant of the regulation of the 
Grand Lodge, requiring that there shall be but one ballot on a petition for the 
degrees, or they have been misled by the form for recording the proceedings, 
that was adopted at the last convocation, and to which I have before referred, 
as they continue to ballot for the candidate in each degree. I think, however, 
that it is only necessary to bring this matter to their attention, to have the 
erroneous practice discontinued. Whenever the necessity arises of arresting 
a candidate at any stage of his progress through the degrees, there is a rule of 
the Grand Lodge providing for it. 

The subject of a supreme Grand Lodge has for many years occupied the 
attention of the State grand bodies in this country, and many plans have been 
submitted for their consideration, none of which seems to have met with 
general favor and for the last four or five years the question has been agitated 
but very little. A meeting, however, on this subject has recently been held at 
Chicago, 111., and a plan submitted for the establishment of a “Masonic Con- 
gress,” which, though not official, I herewith submit, believing it to be au- 
thentic. 

In considering the subject of a supreme head, we should first determine 
whether or not such an organization is necessary. Should we decide this point 
in the affirmative, then, its practicability will be the next question in order. 
The limits of this report will not permit ms to enter at length upon the inves- 
tigation of these questions. I can, therefore, do little more than express an 
opinion. 

* I have devoted much time to the consideration of this matter, which has led 
me to the conclusion, that no benefits that can possibly accrue to the State 
Grand Lodges, will compensate them for the time, labor and expense neces- 
sary to establish and maintain such an organization. The only good that 
could possibly result from the establishment of a supreme head, can be attained 
without it. There has rarely occurred any misunderstandings or conflicts of 
jurisdiction between the State Grand Lodges, requiring the interposition of 
supreme authority ; and none that has not been as speedily, and perhaps more 
satisfactorily, adjusted by the mere force of opinion, and the influence of the 
principles of justice and right, than it could have been by such authority.. 
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The establishment of a more uniform mode of work, I look upon as utterly 
impracticable. The dissemination of knowledge on points of masonic juris- 
prudence can be as readily and as thoroughly effected by the Grand Lodges 
themselves. These are the primary purposes that the advocates of a Supreme 
Grand Lodge propose to accomplish through its power and influence. 

"Without perfect unanimity and the zealous co-operation of all the grand 
bodies, the authority of such a head would be inefficient for any practical 
utility; its arbitraments could not be enforced, and while its adherents might 
yield a reluctant obedionce to its mandates, a spirit of jealousy, distrust and 
dissatisfaction would be engendered between them and the nonaffiliated Grand 
Lodges, more pernicious in its effects than anything that has ever resulted 
from the present system. 

To support such an institution it would be necessary to resort to taxation, 
which it would be impossible to equalize, and the expenses necessary to secure 
a full and fair representation would be an additional burthen. The difficulties 
and uncertainties that must necessarily arise in securing the services of men 
of their choice to represent the State Grand Lodges, would often result in the 
alternative of selecting those who neither know their views or their wishes, 
for they would either have to resort to the proxy system, or have no voice in 
the supreme councils. No plan has yet been devised that has met with any 
such support as to inspire a hope of ultimate success. That proposed by the 
Chicago convention, notwithstanding the eminence of its authors, is, in my 
judgment, entitled to no better fate. 

In the introduction to the Articles of Association, they set forth that one of 
the objects contemplated by it, is the forming of a u closer union, and increase of 
harmony among the Grand Lodges of America */’ and yet the very first step in 
their plan is the creation of a faction , by organizing what they intend as a Su- 
preme head, with but five adherents. Another of the proposed objects, is the set- 
tlement, equitably and permanently, of all questions of law and jurisdiction, yet 
any Grand Lodge that may be dissatisfied with its decisions may withdraw, 
by simply passing a resolution to that effect, or if they do not mutually agree 
to submit their differences and disputes to the arbitrament of this body, they 
may fight it out, it claims no right to interfere. 

This Masonic Congress is to be supported by a tax of equal amounts on 
each of its constituent Grand Lodges : that one with three or four subordinates 
pays as much as that with two hundred. These are but a very few of what 
I consider the imperfections of this new plan. 

With this convocation closes my labors and responsibilities as your chief 
officer, and if I have failed in the discharge of any duty pertaining to the 
office confided to my administration, it has been from the want of either men- 
tal capacity or physical ability, and not from any lack of interest in the pros- 
perity of our Masonic Order. Though with other public and private duties, 
those of this important office have pressed heavily upon me, yet I have been 
encouraged to persevere, by the almost universal kindness and confidence of 
the brethren throughout our jurisdiction, and I shall ever recur with emotions 
of pleasure to my intercourse with them, and to their cordial greetings when 
the returning seasons of our Grand Communication have gathered us around 
the Altar of our chief sanctuary, and at this peaceful shrine may you continue 
to renew your pledges of friendship and fraternal interest in the welfare of 
each other until your earthly temple is finished, and you are called to a glorious 
reward in the sanctuary of the blessed. ALFRED MARTIN. 

Bro. L. S. Williams, Deputy Grand Master, submitted the 
following resolution, which was read and adopted :

The Grand Secretary submitted his annual report, which was 
read and adopted ; when, on his motion, it was referred to the 
committee on his Books : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

By the permission of the Supreme Architect of the universe, you have 
again assembled at the usual time and place, to transact all business which 
may he brought before your body during the present communication. 

In the discharge of an important branch of my duty as your secretary, I 
had (by and with the advice of the printing and publishing committee) the 
usual number of copies of your proceedings of last year printed, and I fur- 
nished each working lodge with its usual supply, and the Grand Lodges of 
these United States and Territories, with Canada West, were supplied with 
one copy each, and I have received in return a copy of their proceedings, for 
the use and benefit of our Grand Lodge. 

In January last I received from Bro. Robert Morris, of Louisville, Ky., the 
full number of his masonic library, 30 volumes ; and through our brother, 
William G. Hill, of this city, I have received three copies of Bro. J. W. S. 
Mitchell’s History of Masonry, which I was authorized to purchase, by a res- 
olution of your body in the session of 1856. 

These are valuable publications, and they should be found in the library of 
every mason who might feel disposed to enrich his mind with masonic light 
and knowledge, which he could not fail to obtain, after a patient and careful 
perusal of their contents. 

I again, with much pleasure, inform your M. W. Body that the subor- 
dinate lodges (with some few exceptions) have observed their usual prompt- 
ness in the payment of their annual stipends. 

The sum of $1993 50 was received by me during and since your last com- 
munication, which I have paid over to Bro. 0. W. D. Hutchings, the Grand 
Treasurer, and for which he has given me his receipt. 

In conformity with another branch of my duty, I prepared and transmitted 
to the subordinates a form of returns, accompanied with a form of representa- 
tion, which I presume they have received, and will be used for that purpose. 

Eight lodges were added to the list of subordinates by charter at your last 
assemblage, and their names and location can be found in the report of the 
committee on Charters and Dispensations, on page 22 of the proceedings of last 
year, and another lodge revived by a renewal of its charter which had been 
forfeited.

Your committee, to whom was referred the communication of the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, have had *he same under consideration, though, 
the time allotted them has been extremely limited, and beg leave most re- 
spectfully to submit the following report : Your committee would manifest 
their high appreciation and cordial approbation of the wholesome masonic 
teachings of the address, and the obligations the fraternity of this jurisdiction 
are under to our Most Worshipsul Grand Master for his able and valuable 
contribution to the masonic literature of this Grand Body. It is one replete 
with the true spirit of the orde*-, and we specially commend it to the attentive 
consideration of the fraternity. Yonr committee earnestly commend that 
portion of the address in behalf of St. John’s College, and hope its eloquent 
appeals in its behalf, the college requiring a zealous co-operation to relieve its 
financial embarrassment, and erase forever from the escutcheon of this Grand 
Lodge any implied stain of forfeited masonic faith, will meet a hearty response 
in the breast of every true votary of the craft in the broad limits of thL juris- 
diction. It is recommended that the appeal of certain brethren from Frank- 
linton Lodge, No. 123, and fully and elaborately explained in document A, 
with the action of the Grand Master, to whom it was referred for adjudication, 
be referred to a special committee. 

We suggest that the case from Shallow Ford Lodge, No. 169, with the 
accompanying papers marked C, be referred to the committee on propositions 
and grievances. 

We have carefully examined the form for recording the proceedings of 
subordinate lodges, prepared by our Worshipful Grand Master, as a substitute 
for the one adopted at the last communication of this Grand Body, and con- 
sider it admirably adapted for the purpose ntended, and recommend its being 
endorsed and published in our next annual proceedings. We have seen so 
often demonstrated the difficulties originating from subordinate lodges not 
adopting the proceedings of one meeting until the next subsequent regular 
meeting, that we fully subscribe to the Grand Master’s appeal in reference to 
it, and hope that all suOordinate lodges will hereafter act in accordance with 
its precepts, thereby obviating many unpleasant and un masonic results 

The manifest impropriety, indeed, infraction, of the plainest principles of 
masonic usage for subordinate lodges, balloting for a candidate at each suc- 
ceeding degree, we hope will need but the wholesome admonition of the 
present address to prevent a recurrence of similar proceedings again on their 
part, and that they will examine more carefully for their guidance the rules so 
plainly pointed out by this Grand Lodge. 

The views and opinions so clearly and elaborately expressed in reference to 
the organization of a Supreme Grand Lodge, according to the plan proposed 
by the Chicago Convention, meets our unqualified approbation. Concurring, 
as we do with our Grand Master, that such an organization would prove in- 
efficient and impracticable, and no good whatever could result from it, we 
hardly deem it necessary that any further action should be had by this Grand 
Bodv ; but that its fossil remains should remain forever buried where an 
enlightened masonic sentiment has consigned them. 

Your committee have learned with de^p regret that our Grand Master, after 
the present communication, voluntarily relinquishes the cares and respon- 
sibilities of his position as the presiding officer of this jurisdiction. We are 
sure we but feebly reflect the sentiment of every member of this Grand 
Lodge, when we assure him that during his administration we have mingled 
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around this common altar with pleasure and profit — that by his impartial and 
able exposition of the true principles of our order, he has won our confidence, 
as a prudent counsellor, adviser and friend. By his deep solicitude and un- 
remitting zeal in diffusing masonic light throughout this jurisdiction, he has 
secured our lasting- gratitude. And we can assure him that though relinquish- 
ing the gavel to assume again the active duties of the fraternity, he will carry 
with him in his retirement the warmest affection of masonic hearts, and they 
will bid him adieu with an earnest hope for his continued prosperity and 
happiness.

The Committee on Education submitted the following report, 
which was read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The committee appointed by your Grand Master to collect statistics and 
reliable data in reference to the great subject of Education as fostered and 
promoted by the subordinates under this jurisdiction, beg leave to submit the 
following as the result of their action: Your committee exceedingly regret 
the little 'nterest apparently manifested by the various subordinate lodges in 
the great educational progress so eminently characteristic of the present cen- 
tury. After a general supervision of their reports to this Grand Communi- 
cation, we find not a solitary notice of any efforts they are making to advance 
the edu°ational interests of the fraternity, and present our order on an equal 
basis with oth°r joint organizations, in the^r vigorous crusade against igno- 
rance and its concomitant nvils. We hop^ soon to s^e this blot forever erased 
from ou'* masonic escutcheon. Ours is emphatically a progressive institution. 
Not progressive in the fundamental principles on which our gigantic super- 
structure is erected — they are as unchangable as the granite of our own native 
hills — but the genius and spirit of masonry is progressive in its practical 
results, and a pioneer in the advancement of civilization, and all the healthful 
influences it diffuses for the amelioration of man’s condition and his perma- 
nent exaltation in the social scale. We entertain the opinion, however, from 
a familiar ii terchango of opinion with the representatives to this Grand Body 
from the various sections of its jurisdiction, that while lodges are silent in 
their reports upon this question, jet there is, especially in some localities, a 
lively interest manifested in this matter ; though in others there is a palpable 
and reprehensible negligence. 

There are several academies and schools of various grades under the super- 
vision and control ot some of the subordinate lodges, though from hut a few 
of them have we been able to collect any reliable data on which we could, 
with any certainty, found a special report. 

Franklinton Lodge, No. 123, have unHpr their exclusive supervision both a 
male a^d female academy. It was regularly organized in the spring of 1847. 
They have a building for the male academy, which c 'St some fifteen hundred 
dollars; a philosophical apparatus costing two hundred and fifty dollars. In 
the male department of this school, under the management of George W. 
Neal, Esq., Principal, with competent assistants, there are, at present, some 
lor tv popils. The female department is under the control of Mr. Neal and 
lady, and has twenty-five pupils. The master of the lodge is President of the 
Board of Trustees. Bro. Neal, the principal of this institution, is represented 
as a gentleman of high attainments, and one pre-eminently qualified to render 
it »n ornament, not onlj- to the lodge under whose supervision it is, but to the 
fraternity of t.his whole masonic jurisdiction. Perfect unanimity, apparently, 
marks the interest felt by the members of Franklinton Lodge, and affords a 
flattering hope that they will succeed in rendering their school one promotive 
of much good. Iis present prospects are very flattering indeed. We com- 
mend their laudable example to the other subordinates as worthy of imitation. 
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Eeem’s Creek High School, Buncombe County, is under the joint control of 
the Masons and Sons of Temperance. They have a large and convenient build- 
ing erected, and eight acres of land attached, costing about one thousand dol- 
lars. Rev. J. S. Weaver is the President of the Board of Trustees, and It. 
V. Blackstock, Secretary and Treasurer. This academy is under the manage- 
ment of Prof. J. H. Calfee, Principal, who is represented as a gentleman of 
high scholastic order, and has already given the school position and character. 
The number of pupils not given, but it is in a very prosperous condiiion. 
There are some other schools and academies reported in previous communi- 
cations of your Grand Body, from which we have been able to learn nothing; 
and consequently are unable to make any satisfactory mention of their pro- 
gress and prospects. Of these, Knap of Reeds Male Academy, in Granville 
county, is not at present in operation, for the want of a teacher. Of the 
Masonic Institute at Germanton, Roxboro’ Classical Institute, Mount Energy 
Academy, Granville, your committ.ee have heard nothing, and presume that 
they are probably not now in operation. In examining carefully the history 
of academical institutes in this jurisdiction under the control of subordinate 
lodges, an irresistible conclusion has been impressed upon our minds in refer- 
ence to them. It is the danger and frequent injury they ultimately inflict in 
their failure upon masonry itself. A proper attention to the educational 
training ot our youth has ever been, and we hope will ever be, identified with 
the genius and spirit of our order, and always demands our highest consider- 
ation. It is one of the first rudiments we learn in our initiation, and becomes 
more and more obligatory, as we advance farther in the mysteries and symbols 
of the brotherhood. A lodge, before it enters upon the experiment of organ- 
izing an incorporated school, should weigh well the results. If they succeed,. it 
will give them eclat and reputation, as well as the conscious reflection of having 
properly discharged their duty. How often do we find it an engine of evil. 
Dissentions ensue, strife is engendered, their favorite school is prostrated, and 
unfortunately drags down with it the lodge itself. How many lodges be- 
longing to this body, have in their forfeited charters practically demonstrated 
this truth ? We do not, however, wish to deter by this hasty mention of 
danger, your laudable efforts in this particular, but to point out the breakers, 
that you may avoid them. When you determine upon the experiment, let 
harmony prevail ; be united ; let no dissentions disturb your deliberations, 
and success will crown your efforts. You will then erect a monument to 
your memories more enduring than brass. It will be a memento handed 
down to future generations, and safely preserved in grateful hearts, who have 
been relieved from the shackles of ignorance through your masonic charity.

C. Jones, charged with unmasonic conduct, he affirmed, and that the said 
Jones he declared expelled. 

2. That the action of Rolesville Lodge, No. 156, in the case of James 
M. Terrell, for unmasonic conduct towards James B. Bedford, member of 
the same lodge, he affirmed. Penalty, indefinite suspension. 

3. That the case of Sargeant, on trial in Lafayette Lodge, No. 179, he 
referred back to the lodge for total informality, and the committee refer 
the lodge to the rules governing masonic trials, as published in proceed- 
ings of Grand Lodge, 1858. 

4. That the action of Columbus Lodge, No. 102, in the case of Frances 
Ferrell, charged with habitual intoxication, he affirmed. Penalty, in- 
definite suspension.

2. That hereafter, the Committee on Foreign Correspondence be required 
to make their report at the meeting of the Grand Lodge next succeeding their 
appointment. 

Resolution Adopted December , A . L 5848 . 

1. That from and after this communication, the dues from Subordinate 
Lodges shall not under any circumstances be remitted. 

Resolution Adopted December , A. L 5849 . 

1. That the work of Brother L. L. Stephenson, be received as the work of 
the Craft in this State, and that the Subordinate Lodges conform thereto. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A . L ., 5850 . 

1. That the 2d section of the 8th article of the Constitution be amended so 
as to read as follows: “In the adoption of this Constitution, and all amend- 
ments hereafter made, and in the election of officers, and on all other matters 
in the Grand Lodge, (when demanded) the votes shall be taken according to 
the rights of the several lodges ; and the members of the Grand Lodge, that 
is to say, every lodge present by its representation, shall be entitled to three 
votes, whether represented by one or more brethren ; and every member of 
the Grand Lodge, otherwise entitled than by b^ing a representative of a par- 
ticular lodge, shall have one vote ; provided, that this shall in no # wise affect 
any rights of the Past Grand Officers. In cases of a tie, the brother in the 
chair shall have the casting vote. 

2. That the M. W. Grand Master be requested to deliver his annual address 
on Monday evening of every annual communication. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A. L. y 5851 . 

1. That the M. W. Grand Master be requested to set apart one day at each 
Grand Communication, to lecture and exemplify the work; and that he call 
to his aid such brethren as he may think proper. 

2. That the salary of the Grand Secretary be one hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum, besides his usual perquisites; and that he be required to employ 
an assistant during the session of the Grand Lodge, to be paid out of his 
salary. (Amended in 1854, and salary increased to two hundred dollars.) 

3. That upon the death of any master mason, in good standing, and who 
is a member of any lodge under this jurisdiction, it shall be the duty of such 
subordinate lodge to furnish the widow or orphans of such deceased member, 
a certificate, under the seal of the lodge, of his membership, standing and 
death, without any application or charge- therefor. 

4. That any mason of good standing as a citizen, whose lodge has become 
dormant, upon satisfying any lodge in his immediate neighborhood, may be 
entitled to become a member of such lodge, by and with their consent, upon 
such terms as other masons are admitted. 

5. That the masters o f the subordinate lodges cause to be sent with their 
annual returns, the dates of their charters; and that they observe the form of 
returns adopted by tbe Grand Lodge, reporting in tabular form, the number 
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of initiations, passings and raisings, deaths, withdrawals, suspensions and ex- 
pulsions, together with the names of resident masons not members, residing 
within the jurisdiction of each subordinate lodge, and in figures, the entire 
number of each. 

G. That the M. W. Grand Master be requested to appoint the masters of 
all the subordinate lodges in the State agents to solicit and collect funds for 
St. John’s College, and that they not only solicit funds from their respective 
lodges, but all masons residing in their jurisdiction ; and that they k pay over 
any funds they may collect to the treasurer of the board of trustees, and that 
said agents report to each Grand Communication. (Amended in 1854, so that 
the masters of lodges are not required to make returns as agents of St. John’s- 
College, unless they have some collections or subscriptions to report.) 

Resolutions Adopted December , A , L 5852 . 

1. That the delegates to the Grand Lodge be requested to state, on their 
returns, the location, county and town or place, and also the time of 
holding their regular meetings ; and that the subordinate lodges be required 
to do the same in all future returns. 

2. That the Grand Secretary be directed to have printed blank forms of 
returns of the subordinate lodges, before the annual meeting of each 
Grand Lodge, and distribute the same amongst the subordinate lodges. 

3. That the resolution adopted in 1850, relative to balloting for degrees, 
be re-adopted. (The following is the resolution, of 1850:) 

Resolved , That, upon balloting upon a petition, the applicant is balloted 
for to be a master mason. It is however, proper, if a brother shall desire 
it, to demand a second ballot upon his application for passing and raising. 

4. That we believe it to be inconsistent with the principles of Ancient 
Tree Masonry, for any lodge to hold its regular, or any other meeting, on 
the Holy Sabbath, for the purpose of initiating, passing or raising a can- 
didate, or any other business, exeept on funeral occasions, or cases of 
charity. 

5. That the 5th section, article 4th, of the by-laws of this Grand Lodge 
be amended, by inserting the words non-affiliated before the word mason , 
in the second line, and striking out the word other before the word mason 
in the same line. 

6. That the Committee on Foreign Correspondence furnish the Grand 
Secretary with a copy of their report at least one week before the meeting 
of each annual Grand Communication. 

7. That the Grand Secretary furnish said Committee with all matter as 
soon as it comes to hand and that he have 400 copies of the annual report 
printed for the use of the members. 

8. That the Board of Trustees of St. John’s College be, and they are 
hereby required, to make an- annual report of all their acts and doings to 
this Grand Lodge. That the President and Treasurer of St. John’s Col- 
lege be requested, and are hereby required, to attend the annual commu- 
nications of this Grand Lodge. 

9. That this Grand Lodge recognizes the authority of the different 
Grand Lodges in the United States, over the jurisdiction claimed by 
them, and do not recognize the authority of any other body whatever 
claiming jurisdiction, ^which interferes or conflicts with the jurisdiction of 
said Grand Lodges. 

10. That Lodges constituted by any other body are not entitled to be' 
recognized as legally constituted, and the members of such lodges, and 
those initiated therein, are not lawful brothers, nor entitled to visit and 
communicate with the Grand Lodge and its constituent lodges. 

11. That the practice of publishing the names of rejected applicants for 
masonic honors, be discontinued by this Grand Lodge. 

12. That an expulsion from an Encampment does not aflfect the standing 
of the individual in any Blue Lodge to which; he may belong. 
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13. That the officers of this Grand Lodge, the Past Grand Officers, and 
Trustees of St. John’s College, are requested to solicit donations, receive 
monies, and pay over the same to the Treasurer of St. John’s College. 

14. That whereas, many have asked and obtained leave of absence 
during the present communication of this Grand Lodge, no one be per- 
mitted, after having taken his seat as a representative of a subordinate 
lodge, to have leave of absence before all business be transacted, unless in 
very great emergencies, to be judged of by the M. W. Grand Master. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A . 5853 . 

1. That the Grand Secretary notify each subordinate lodge that section 
7th of article 3d, and section 17th of article 4th of the by-laws of the 
Grand Lodge, will hereafter be strictly enforced. 

2. That the following additional standing committee be added to those 
to be appointed by the Grand Master at each session of the Grand Lodge, 
as an amendment to section 4th of article 5th of the by-laws, viz: “5. 
A committee on schools under the management of subordinate lodges.” 

3. That the M. W. Grand Master appoint one well-informed Grand 
Lecturer for the State at large. 

4. That the Grand Lecturer be ex-officio a member of this Grand Lodge, 
and that he be authorized to call together the subordinate lodges in the 
name of the Grand Lodge, at their respective lodges, in order to> lecture 
and exemplify the work. 

5. That the Worshipful Master of each subordinate lodge be required to 
read, or cause to be read, before his lodge, the annual proceedings of this 
Grand Lodge. 

6. That the representatives from subordinate lodges bringing up pro- 
ceedings in cases of suspensions and expulsions, be required to place them 
directly in the hands of the appropriate committee. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A. L 5854 . 

1. That hereafter no proxy shall make another proxy unless the power 
to do so shall be expressly given by his principal. 

2. That all lodges hereafter chartered shall be numbered according to 
the date of their charters, and that in future, numbers rendered blank by 
the death of lodges shall not be filled. 

3. That the Grand Treasurer be required to tender to the Grand Officers- 
of every Grand Communication all of their expenses incurred in attend- 
ing said communication. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A. L ., 5855 . 

1. That the Grand Lodge recommnend to the subordinate lodges, to* 
protect themselves from the intrusion of non-affiliated masons, by imposing 
some amount for them to pay — which amount shall be discretionary with 
each lodge ; provided, no lodge imposes a sum greater than the annual fee« 

2. That hereafter the election for Grand Officers shall take place on the 
second day of the annual communication of this Grand Lodge. 

Resolutions Adopted December ? A . L ., 5856 . 

1. That the State be divided into three districts, the Eastern, Central and 
Western, as follows: The Eastern District to comprise the counties of Curri- 
tuck, Camden, Pasquotank, Gates, Perquimans, Hertford, Bertie, Chowan, 
Washington, Tyrrell, Hyde, Beaufort, Craven, Carteret, Northampton, Hali- 
fax, Martin, Pitt, Jones, Onslow, Lenoir, Green, Edgecombe, New Hanover, 
Duplin, Wayne, Brunswick, Nash, Warren, and Eranklin. The Central 
District to comprise the counties of Sampson, Columbus, Robeson, Cumber- 
land, Moore, Richmond, Wake, Chatham, Orange, Granville, Person, Ala- 
mance, Wilson, Johnston, Harnett, Person, and Caswell. The Western Dis- 
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trict to comprise the counties of Cherokee, Macon, Jackson, Haywood, Hen- 
derson, Buncombe, Madison, Rutherford, Burke, McDowell, Yancey, Watauga, 
Wilkes, Caldwell, Alexander, Catawba, Cleveland, Lincoln, Gaston, Surry, 
Yadkin, Iredell, Rockingham, Stokes, Davie, David=on, Rowan, Cabarrus, 
Union, Stanly. Anson, Montgomery, Randolph, Guilford, Rockingham and 
.Forsythe. 

2. That the Grand Master shall appointed three Grand Lecturers for the 
above districts, who shall assemble at some convenient place as soon as practi- 
cable after the close of this communication, for the purpose of consulting with 
each other, and securing entire uniformity in their instructions throughout 
the State. 

3. That it shall be incumbent upon each Grand Lecturer to visit once a 
year each subordinate lodge within his jurisdiction, as shall desire his services, 
for the purpose of giving instruction in the work. 

4. That each Grand Lecturer so visiting and instructing any subordinate 
lodge, shall have the power to arrange with said lodge such terms for his 
services as they 7 may see fit. 

5. That at each Annual Communication, in addition to the present 
standing committees, the Grand Master shall appoint one styded “ A Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence,” to whom shall be referred all questions of 
masonic law and usage, that may be propounded by the representatives of 
the several subordinate lodges ; and that the report of the committee, if 
concurred in by the Grand Master, and adopted by the Grand Lodge, shall 
be spread upon the minutes as the recognized law in this jurisdiction, of 
all questions therein decided. 

6. That the Most Worshipful Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of the 
State of North Carolina appoint a Deputy Grand Master for each District 
of the State, whose duty it shall be to have a general supervision over the 
subordinate lodges in his district, and to make an annual report of his 
action to the Grand Master. That he shall meet the Grand Lecturer ap- 
pointed by the Grand Lodge for his district, at such place and time as 
they may agree upon, as soon after each session of the Grand Lodge as 
may be practicable, and before said lecturer shall proceed to the discharge 
of liis duties, in order to consult together upon the work, &c. And that he 
call together the masters of the several lodges in his district, at some con- 
venient time and place, at least once in the year, and that the Grand 
Lecturer for the district be required to attend said meeting, and then and 
there to consult together upon the work. And that all differences of 
opinion as to particular portions of the work be referred to the Grand 
Master, the several Deputy Grand Masters and the Grand Lecturers, at 
the meetings of the Grand Lodge. 

7. That each Deputy Grand Master be required to lay before the com- 
mittee on masonic jurisprudence all questions of masonic law which may 
arise in his district. And in addition to the above, that the Grand Master 
Issue a commission to said Deputy Grand Masters, assigning to them such 
powers and duties as he may see fit. 

Resolutions Adopted December , A . L 5857 .. 

1. That this Grand Lodge considers the words “due proficiency” used 
in article 4, section 10 of the by-laws, to mean such an acquaintance with 
the work, lectures, signs, passwords and grips, as would enable the candi- 
date to work his way into any 7 lodge where he might not be known as a 
mason. 

2. That this Grand Lodge defray all the necessary expenses of the 
Grand Master, incurred while engaged in the business of the Grand 
Lodge. 

3. That from and after the adoption of this resolution, it is hereby required 
of the Secretary of all Subordinate Lodges witbin this State, to attach the 
seal of their lodge to all communications sent from their lodge to other lodges. 
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4. That when an appeal is taken from the decision of any Subordinate 
Lodge in masonic trials, and the decision of the lodge below is disaffirmed by 
reason of an} r technical irregularity or uniformity in their proceedings, (with- 
out reference to the merits of the cause) the same shall be certified to the 
lodire below, and a new trial shall be had. 

Whereas , It is expedient that the chairman of the Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence shall be in attendance on the Annual Communications of the 
Grand Lodge ; be it 

Resolved , That his expenses be defrayed, as in the case of the three highest 
officers in the Grand Lodge, and that this resolution apply to the chairman 
who has reported this year. 

Resolutions Adopted December ? A . X., 5858. 

1. That the report of the Historical Committee be received, and that it be 
referred back to the said committee with the addition of five other brethren, and 
that three of said committee be a quorum to transact the duties of said com- 
mittee. 

2. That hereafter, upon the granting of a new charter to any new lodge, the 
Grand Lodge shall furnish said lodge with a seal and number of said lodge, at 
the expense of the new lodge. 

3. That the resolution passed at the communication of the Grand Lodge of 
1856, dividing the State into three districts be so amended that the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master appoint a District Deputy Grand Master in each Judi- 
cial Circuit in the State. 

4. That we deem it of great importance to secure regularity and neatness 
in communications; that each subordinate lodge in this jurisdiction be sup- 
plied with a seal, and that it is surely to be deprecated that this matter lias 
not been attended to. 

5. That chartered lodges be urged; at once, to remedy this defect, and that 
the Grand Secretary be instructed to aid such lodges in procuring seals forth- 
with. 

6. That the 8th Section of the 3rd Article of the By-Laws of the Grand 
Lodge be so amended as to read thus : “ Every Dispensation granted must be 
returned to the Grand Lodge at its ensuing session, together with a copy of 
the by-laws of the new lodge, and attested transcript of its proceedings, a list 
of officers and members a fee of ten dollars for a charter, also, a sufficient 
sum to procure such a seal as said lodge may desire, for which a charter and 
seal shall be granted if so ordered by this Grand Lodge. 

7. That it be, and is hereby made obligatory upon brethren accepting the 
appointment of Grand Lecturer, to meet the Grand Master at an early day, 
and confer with him as to the work of the Grand Lodge. 

8. That the opinion of our M. W. Grand Master, in the appeal from St. 
John’s Lodge, No. 1, be received bv this Grand Lodge, confirmed, and spread 
on the minutes, and that it also be incorporated in the by-laws for the govern- 
ment of subordinate lodges. 

9. That hereafter at each Grand Communication of this Grand Lodge, that 
at each day of the meeting of the lodge, the Secretary shall call the roll of 
delegates, so as to ascertain the number and names of those in attendance es 
well as the absentees of the delegates from the respective lodges, and that the 
absentees be recorded by the Grand Secretary. 

10. That the Grand Secretary be required to have the proceedings of the 
Grand Lodge published and transmitted to the several subordinate lodges 
within two months from the closing of the Grand Lodge, and sum up at the 
end of the proceedings, in a summary form, the number of affiliating and 
non -affiliating masons, and the number of working lodges in the State. 

Note. — The resolutions of 1859 will be easily seen by reference to the pro- 
ceedings of this communication. 
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Bro. Benjamin E. Cobb, of Mt. Olive Lodge, No. 203, Ob'- 
tamed leave of absence. 

Bro. Lucas, of the committee on the case of trespass, Marion 
District, S. C., made the following report, which, was adopted 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The committee to whom was referred the “case of trespass on the jurisdic- 
tion of this Grand Lodge by a subordinate lodge under the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of South Carolina,” have had the same under consideration, and 
beg leave to make the following report: The facts of the case, as the commit- 
tee have heard them, from sources which they believe are entitled to full 
credit, are these : A Mr. Fox, in the employment of the "Wilmington and 
Manchester Railroad Company, but living in the city of Wilmington, applied 
to St. John’s Lodge, No. 1, located in said city, for admission into our Order. 
His petition was rejected, and we learn that in a short time thereafter, (say 
not exceeding five weeks,) he was admitted, and the degrees of Entered A. 
and E. C., and probably M. M., were conferred by a lodge in Marion District, 
in the State of South Caroline. 

While we do not so firmly insist upon the first cause of complaint against a 
lodge not under our jurisdiction in thus receiving a person who had been re- 
jected, in so short a time thereafter, though certainly a just cause therefor, yet 
we most respectfully and decidedly protest against the action of the lodge 
spoken of, in trespassing upon our rights, in the invasion of and disregard "to 
the sanctity of the limits of our jurisdiction and care. 

Knowing and fully appreciating the high sense of justice which has always 
distinguished our sister Grand Lodge of South Carolina, and the zeal and 
watchfulness, with which they maintain and guard their own rights, we 
have all confidence, that it is only necessary to call their attention to this 
matter that it may be at once rectified. We therefore recommend the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That the Grand" Secretary send a copy of this report and resolu- 
tion to the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of South Carolina, with a 
request that he bring the same before his Grand Body.

I also organized and established a lodge at 
Whitcsville to be known as Lebanon Lodge. All of the above named lodges 
I le f t in a prosperous condition. The brethren manifested great desire for 
more light, and I am happy to say that I left many of them well skilled in 
the work and lectures. I also visited Eagle Lodge, at Hillsboro,’ and found 
1 he brethren anxious to he instructed in the true work and lectures of the 
Grand Lodge, but upon hearing their work I found several of their officers in 
possession of tho work and lectures, almost word for word as I teacn it, and 
therefore, not in need of my services. The brethren of all those lodges seemed 
to live and act as brethren should ever live and act— in peace and harmony. 
They manifested much zeal in the great masonic cause, and the recollection 
of their kindness and fraternal regard to me during my sojourn among them, 
I shall ever cherish with feelings of the deepest gratitude.

The Committee on Propositions and Grievances reported, 
which w T as received and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

Your Committee on Propositions and Grievances, to whom was referred 
various matters, have had the same under consideration, and beg leave to 
submit the following report: The petition of P. P. Ballard and G. 31. 
Ballard, who were expelled from Blackmer Lodge, No. 127, in the year 
1858, praying to he restored to the rights and privileges of masons, in an 
“unaffiliated position.” As this case was passed upon by a committee at 
your last annual communication, your committee beg leave to refer to the 
circumstances of the case. The charge was for unmasonie conduct to- 
wards James 31. Lilly, a mason, for aiding and assisting D. B. Allen in 
abducting and marrying the daughter of the said Lilly, against his will 
and consent. From the testimony before us, it appears that all the parties 
connected with the transaction were master masons, in good standing. 
We know of no law which prevents one master mason in good standing, 
from marryiiig the daughter of a brother master mason. It seems from 
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the testimony, that no action was ever taken against Bro. Allen, the prin- 
cipal in the transaction, hut only against those who aided and abetted. It 
is 'a well settled point in law, that the principal must he first ^convicted 
before his aiders and abettors can be heid to answer for the charge. If, 
therefore, Bro. Allen has been guilty of no masonic otfence, we think very 
clearly, the petitioners (who were only aiders and abettors) can be guilty 
of none. Independent, however, of all this, if they have been guilty of 
any offence towards Bro. Lilly, they say they acted ignorantly in the 
matter, and express deep sorrow and contrition for any wrong they may 
have done, and ask to be forgiven. Acting then, upon an injunction of 
our Divine Master^ we would recommend that they be forgiven, and 
restored, according to the prayer of their petition. 

The petition of Emrnaus Lodge, No. 161, asking permission to change 
the name of said Lodge from Emmaus to Bock Best, we recommend should 
pass. We would say, however, that this paper (together with some others) 
of itself, has very little the appearance of authenticity, as there is no seal 
of the lodge attached to it. We would recommend that where lodges will 
not obtain seals for themselves, that the Grand Secretary procure the same 
for them, and if they will not then pay the account, that action be taken 
against them. 

In the case of Bro. John Ireland, late a member of Shallow Ford 
Lodge, No. 169, we are of the opinion : 1st. That Bro. Ireland took pos- 
session of the property of Shallow Ford Lodge, and refused to give up 
the same, when claimed on behalf of the Grand Lodge. 2d. That such 
act and refusal is a violation of the 19th section of article 4 of the Grand 
Lodge regulations. 8d, That he, Bro. John Ireland, persisted in such re- 
fusal when a requisition was made under the hand of the Grand Master, 
and that he is liable thereby to the consequences of the said act of refusal. 
4th. That, he, John Ireland, has been guilty of the refusal or neglect to 
obey a. summon, served upon him under the hand of our Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, and attested by the seal of this Grand Lodge, to appear 
before this body at its present communication. We w T ould, therefore, re- 
commend that he, the said John Ireland, be expelled from all the rights 
and benefits of masonry, and that the Grand Secretary cause the same to 
be published. 

In the case of the expulsion of Devotion Davis, from Carthage Lodge, 
No. 181, it appears that he, the said Davis, never had any notice of his 
trial, as appears from a certificate from the secretary of said lodge, 
(without a seal of the lodge.) ^ We would recommend that the said Devo- 
tion Davis be granted a new trial ; and further, that the brethren of 
Carthage Lodge, in the next trial, conform to the customs and established 
usages of the order. 

The letter of inquiry of Bro. Thomas Palmer, Worshipful Master of 
Widow’s Son Lodge, No. 75, in which several questions of masonic usage 
are asked, and which has been referred to us by your body, we would beg 
leave to say that we refer Bro.. Palmer for an answer to his first question, 
to section 24 of article 4 of the by-laws of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina ; and for an answer to his second, third and fourth questions, we 
would refer the brother to the 20th section of article 4 of the said by-laws. 

Your committee having discharged the various duties assigned them, 
and having passed upon all matters of dispute referred to them, beg leave 
to be discharged. Before closing, however, we would recommend, not 
only to the brothers who have had their grievances before us, but to all 
the fraternity, that in order to keep' down all such matters of dispute 
which create discord, dissension and strife amongst the craft, we would ear- 
nestly recommend to them a more frequent use of the trowel, that we may 
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all, ‘-be united into a band of' brothers and friends among whom no con- 
tention should ever exist, but that noble contention, or rather emulation, 
of w r ho can best work and who can best agree.”

To the Most Worsltipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Tour Committee to whom was referred t’he investigation of the financial 
condition, and all matters of special importance in connection with St. John’s 
College, would respectfully submit the following report : Acting under your 
instructions, we have endeavored as far as pos«ible, to minutely examine all 
the varied receipts and disbursements, as well in the purchase of location 
and erection of college buildings, &c. We confess, at first when we saw the 
extensive and heterogeneous mass of manuscript from which we would be 
forced to cull a sat s factory synopsis of the operations of her different treasu- 
rers and agents, we were almost appalled at the magnitude of the task. How- 
ever, after diligent investigation, we have succeed°d in preparing a general 
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summary, which we hope will realize your expectations, by affording a prac- 
tical view of your college, the amount collected and expended, as welbas its 
present liabilities, for the payment of which it is necessary some provision 
should be made at this communication of your Grand Body. Prom the 
reports and vouchers of the various committees, treasurers and agents, we 
have condensed the following tabular statement of receipts and disbursements, 
to-wit:

This amount is considered perfectly reliable, though probably all of it is not 
immediately available. 
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\ Deducting the $4,214 91 from the outstanding liabilities of $10,679 09, and 
we have the exact indebtedness of St. John’s College at the present time to be 
$6,464 18. This sum will still remain after we shall have applied all our 
present available resources,' and is a debt, for .the satisfactory payment of 
which, it is imperatively important that this Grand Lodge shall provide at 
its present communication. In addition, however, to the means we have spe- 
cified, we find sundry notes, the obligors of which, nothing positive is known, 
though we hope many of them are solvent, and that ultimately we shall be 
able to realize nearly the entire sum. These notes amount to $1,016. On 
them, however, we have not relied in the present exhibit, except to meet a 
few small claims against. St. John’s College for repairs, Arc., which are unim- 
• portant in amount, but the precise sum we are unable definitely to ascertain. 

Your committee would further urge upon your Grand Body the indispensable 
necessity of devising some prompt method of discharging its liabilities, and 
disencumber your College from its present incubus of debt. The sum to be pro- 
vided for is no longer vague and indefinite but tangible and real, Further delay 
is impossible. The debt nas been contracted for a fair equivalent and it must 
be paid. The creditors have already exercised unusual forbearance, and we 
should no longer tax their generosity. The entire outstanding liability is 
small, compared with the value of the property which by its payment will be 
free and untrammelled, and in the exclusive right of this Grand Lodge. We 
would, therefore, recommend that a loan be negotiated, on the most favorable 
terms, either from bank or private individuals, for the entire amount of the 
out-standing debt, and that ways and means be devised to meet its regular in- 
stalments. From a conference with the officers of the State Bank, your com- 
mittee are satisfied a loan can he negotiated on advantageous terms, with which 
there will be no difficulty in complying from the resources of the Grand Lodge, 
if they are judiciously managed and properly applied. In the prosecution of 
their inquiries your committee have been very forcibly impressed with the 
want of systematic arrangement so clearly exhioited throughout the progress 
of this enterprise. We have perceived that of the amount of contributions to St. 
John’s College, so large a sum has been absorbed in the payment of salaries, 
fees and commissions to agents, treasurers, and others. This lias afforded us no 
little chagrin, perceiving as we have, that in the progress of this enterprise to 
its present period an amount has been thus expended, which, if now available, 
would liquidate every outstanding liability of your College, and place it free 
and unencumbered in the hands of the fraternity of the State. We impute 
censure to no one, as we are satisfied the trustees have endeavored to act in this 
matter with fidelity to their trust. Much of the confusion of the College 
finances, and consequent difficulty of collecting donations has arisen from the 
loose manner in which agents have made their reports. From the zeal mani- 
fested by many of the delegates to this Grand Communication, in every laudable 
efiort to promote our college enterprise, we shall anticipate a more auspicious 
future in our operations. And we do hope lo see many rally to the work from 
love to masonry, and a laudable desire to advance the general interests of the 
fraternity, instead of being too exacting under all circumstances in securing 
the fees and commissions, which have heretofore proven so heavy a drain upon 
our resources. Acting under instructions given them by a previous commu- 
nication of your Grand Body, the trustees took the necessary preliminary' 
measures to organize a school in the buildings of St. John’s College. This 
school was prosecuted for three consecutive sessions, and it is a matter of seri- 
ous, regret that so little interest was manifested in its success by the fraternity 
of the State. Gentlemen of high character and eminently competent had 
control of it, and educational advantages equal to any school in the country 
were afforded to those who desired to patronize it. But your committee very 
much regret that a disposition was manifested on the part of masons by pat- 
ronizing other schools, affording scarcely equal advantages, to impair public 
confidence in the sincerity of our intentions, afford reasonable doubts as to the 
success of the enterprise as well as inflict loss and pecuniary injury on the 
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worthy gentlemen who assumed the responsibility of conducting the school 
for its profits. Influenced by these considerations, we would recommend that 
no proceedings be taken to enforce collections sgamst brother A. G. Brown, 
for the amount due from him for rent of buildings, &c., but that it be post- 
poned until some future action of this Grand Lodge be had thereon. We 
think it highly important that authority should be extended by this Grand 
Lodge to the Board of Trustees directing them to organize on some specific 
basis — a school in the buildings already completed for St. John’s College. 
We would respectfully suggest to them to consider the propriety of effecting 
this on the military principle. This plan of school o r ganization is one be- 
coming generally introduced, especially in the south, and in efficient hands has 
proven eminently successful. We can perceive nothing in it inconsistent with * 
the established principles of our Order, now calculated to militate against the 
objects and purposes of our school enterprise. Its uniform inculcation of 
principles,, of method, promptness and self-reliance on all its pupils, constitute, 
in our humble opinion, the essential elements of manly character. This, 
especially in our southern youth, constitutes an important consideration, as so 
many, from the nature of our institutions, are apt to depend on others, and 
not appreciate properly the value of a well directed self-reliance. But the 
limits of this report forbid us to elaborate our opinions further in reference to 
this matter. 

In conclusion, your committee would earnestly appeal to every mason 
within this jurisdiction to come forward and lend a helping hand to this enter- 
prise. We are all interested equally in its success or failure. By energy and 
co-operation we can safely guide it through, the breakers which threaten its 
safety. We can redeem every pledge of this Grand Lodge, and place our 
College in a position free and unincumbered. Shall we do it, or shall w T e let 
an unworthy failure tarnish our escutcheon ? Forbid the thought. Let there 
be a union of hearts and hands in this wo^k ; let there be a zealous emulation 
as to who can best work in pushing it onward and upward, and when all is 
complete, may we unite in one universal voice of praise,

That the Treasurer of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, for the 
time being, shall be ex-officio the Treasurer? of St. John’s College. 3d. 
That there shall be a Tice President, who shall reside in Granville county. 
4th. That there shall be a secretary, who shall reside in said county. v 5th. 
That the Grand Lodge aforesaid shall assign the duties and regulate the 
conduct of said officers. 6th. That various errors or defects, existing in 
said act of incorporation be amended, and any further amendments that 
this Grand Lodge may deem fit to order at its next communication'; and 
that said committee be requested to report any further amendments to the 
next communication of this Grand Lodge, which they may deem necessary. 

Resolved,, further, That in addition to the foregoing amendments, tlr» 
said committee be authorized to give notice that application will be made 
to the Legislature aforesaid for liberty to issue (coupon) bonds, payable as 
said committee may direct.

PROCEEDINGS OF TIIE GRAND LODGE 

The President of the Board of Trustees of St. John’s Col- 
lege submitted the annexed report, which was read and adopted : 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of No7'th Carolina : 

The Trustees of St. John’s College' beg leave respectfully to report, that 
since the last annual session of the Grand Lodge, nothing has transpired 
in connection with the College of sufficient importance to require an ex- 
tended report from them, as all matters appertaining to it were laid before 
this Most Worshipful Body at its last session, in as full and intelligible a 
manner as was in the power of the trustees to do upon that occasion. 

It would have been more satisfactory for the trustees to have had an 
account taken, as was ordered by the Grand Lodge, of the finances of the 
college from its beginning to, the present time; but the Grand Master will 
lav before your body, good reasons why the same has not been attended to. 

The trustees of the college, in and near -the town of Oxford, who arc 
almost exclusively charged with the labor and responsibility of carrying 
out the wishes of the Grand Lodge, have with unceasing . effort, endeavored 
to build up the school and relieve the college from debts and embarass- 
pient. To accomplish this great purpose,, the trustees have thought it 
expedient to send a circular letter to the master of each and every lodge 
in the State, calling upon him (and through him upon every mason in 
North. Carolina) to do something for- the college. They have been aided 
by the influence and ability of the principal of the school, a gentleman of 
undoubted capacity as a teacher, and by the Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, whose recent circular letter contained appeals so forcible, state- 
ments so clear, sentiments so pure and masonic, that it would seem impos- 
sible for any brother in the State to resist them. It is with no little regret 
that we say, that up to the time of preparing this report, these efforts 
appear to have been as seed sown upon a dry and barren soil. But few 
responses have been made to encourage and sustain the college, either by 
sending us scholars, furnishing means to pay the debts, or giving us fra- 
ternal advice and words of encouragement. There are some few noble 
exceptions, and but for these, your agents, the' trustees, would have been 
long since overwhelmed with discouragement. What maybe done at this 
Grand Lodge will soonffie made known, and must in a great measure, de- 
termine at once and for all time the fate of St. John’s College, an insti- 
tution which has long been a subject of deep interest to the Grand Lodge, 
and upon which the hopes and affections of many intelligent and zealous 
masons in different portions of the State and elsewhere have been con- 
centrated. What would be practically impossible for these few to -accom- 
plish, would be comparatively an easy task for the masons of the State, 
united as a band of brothers, to perform. If no worthier motive could bo 
found to stimulate the masons of North Carolina, the fear of losing . self- 
respect and pride, to which none of us are insensible, should be enough 
to prevent a scheme promising so much in usefulness and charity, from 
failing and front dragging down upon our heads in its failure, the reproach 
of having commenced without counting the cost, and having never learned 
our own weakness until ten years had elapsed from the date of our first 
acts and resolutions. 

The fall session has just closed, and though, the number.of pupils did 
not exceed thirty, the course of instruction and discipline has been satis- 
factory' and gratifying. How much more cause for congratulation would 
there have been if the masons had sent us their sons, or exerted their 
influence to furnish scholars, or at least had found out five who would have 
been willing to accept tuition free of charge! . 

With the termination of the late session, the connection of Brother A. 
G. Brown, as Principal of the School, ceased, and the trustees have de- 
ferred the employment of another teacher until the wishes and instruc- 
tions of the Grand Lodge shall be made known. 
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Since tlie session of the last Grand Lodge there have been but few con- 
tributions made, constituting but a small sum in the aggregate, which has 
been applied in the payment of small debts that were pressing, and for an 
insurance upon the building, &c. A full exhibit of receipts and expen- 
ditures will be made by the treasurer’s report to this Grand Lodge. The 
financial condition of the college has, however, undergone no material 
change; although payments have been made, yet the interest has been 
accruing. It is indispensable that the debts be paid at an early day, as 
some of the creditors have given us notice that they cannot postpone the 
collection of their debts to a later period than the meeting of this Grand 
Lodge. 

It is all end most important to be attained, an event most earnestly to 
be desired, to see this institution of the masons rise above its embarrass- 
ment — silence by its success the declaimers against its practicability, and 
by its prosperity to overwhelm the opposition and prejudice which have 
so long retarded its advancement. That this can be accomplished, is true, 
if faith and credit can be given to the acts and declarations of the Grand 
Lodge. An institution of learning has long been a favorite scheme with 
the masons of North Carolina, and the wisest and most zealous of our 
order have advocated this, believing it would be successful and stand as a 
conspicuous and enduring monument to the benevolence and charity of 
the masonic fraternity.

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence having perform- 
ed the duty assigned them, although not in so satisfactory man - 
ner as could be desired, beg leave to present to the Grand Lodge 
the result of their labors, as set forth in the following 

REPORT: 


They have endeavored to review the proceedings of twenty 
three Grand Lodges placed in their hands by the Grand Secre- 
tary, to wit :

together with sundry others of previous years, which have not 
attracted attention — also two circulars from Bro. John Dove, 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, relative to 
the purchase of Mount Vernon; and another from the same 
source in reference to a Universal Congress, beside various 
other letters and circulars of minor importance. 

The Chairman, in the outset, deems it proper to state, that 
no other member of the Committee has been consulted in the 
preparation of the Report — it is therefore apparent that he 
alone is responsible for defects of composition, as well as for 
unwarranted criticisms, unsound arguments and opinions, or 
any other errors that may be detected, when subjected to the 
ordeal of rigid scrutiny. Neither should it be inferred, by the 
reception of the report, that the Grand Lodge necessarily be- 
comes in any maimer compromised thereby, as to it% contents, 
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unless, perchance, glaringly offensive language should be suffi- 
cient cause for rejection. We are even warring in some of our 
opinions, as well against the Grand Lodge we represent, as 
against many others who claim high masonic distinction; such 
influences, however, can never change the honest convictions 
of our own heart, nor deter us from the plain path of duty. 
We can never be induced to pander to the false theories set up 
by any one, however lofty his pretensions, nor follow in the 
wake of error, however tempting the garb it may assume. 
Our attachment — nay, our devotion, to the glorious Order we 
would forever perpetuate, forbids that we should ever, by any 
instrumentality, be the means of basely tarnishing its fair es- 
cutcheon, or of encouraging, in the remotest degree, any move- 
ment or scheme calculated to dim its lustre or impair its use- 
fulness. Our apology for introducing these reflections, may be 
found in the cause that provoked them — for years we have dis- 
covered, with fearful forebodings, a disposition to improve upon 
the structure that our forefathers have erected — it has been 
found to be defective in many particulars ; modern progres- 
sionists and penetrating intellects have conceived the elating 
idea of adding, by an ingenious process, to its proportions, 
beauty, strength and grandeur. If not by the united action of 
those who revere the Institution for its antiquity and the un- 
changeableness of its laws, rights and customs, the lines be 
speedily drawn and an effective check be given to these per- 
sistent inroads, it will soon have become so disfigured as to 
bear so faint a resemblance to its original, as hardly to be recog- 
nized or owned. It is vain to attempt to make it assimilate to 
other associations by engrafting upon the body of Masonry any 
of their puerilities — Masonry is unlike all other institutions, 
and must remain so. It is an Listitution by itself and to itself, 
and seeks no unholy alliances. It pursues the even tenor of its 
way, quarreling with no one for opinions 5 sake — infringing upon 
no consecrated ground — trust in God, and Charity to all man- 
kind its motto. The term is of universal import, affording its 
embrace to all who seek it and claim the attributes of a man, 
acknowledging his responsibility. 

The Proceedings that have passed under review of the Com- 
mittee, embrace a vast amount of valuable matter, the bare 
reading of which, with any sort of satisfaction, would consume 
the time of months. It must not, therefore, be expected that 
every question presenting itself, however interesting, should 
receive that degree of attention, which its merits might seem to 
demand. In our examinations, we find much complaint against 
the practice of over-legislation — that is, agitating, and legislating 
upon questions of an exciting character, which have, by com- 
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mon consent, been suffered to repose, or at least are of such a 
nature as, in their discussion, is calculated only to inflame the 
passions and distract the operations of the Craft. We must 
not, however, judge too harshly those who are instrumental in 
these movements— their motives are probably as pure as are 
those who would prevent them — it is the act, not the motive, 
we attack and condemn. If Masons would interest themselves 
more in entering into an examination of the origin and opera- 
tions of our Order — by seeking a knowledge of its history and 
design — not from authors who think what ought to be, but from 
those who know what is— the mists that now enshroud so many 
brows, would immediately dissipate like morning dew before 
the sun. 

The proceedings, to a great extent, overflow with discussions 
for and against new tests, innovations in general, and non- 
affiliation. Had your Committee despotic power, they would 
at once expunge all proceedings from every masonic record in- 
volving these questions, wherever they appear. We will be 
pardoned for a candid expression of opinion on these several 
subjects, without resort to argument in proof of their validity. 
In the first place, retrospective laws can have no force and are 
in-operative ; in the second, tests introduced within a score of 
years cannot claim antiquity, and are therefore impotent on 
that score. Again, innovations are never to be tolerated ; why 
then attempt to force their recognition? And as to affiliation, 
the necessity has never, ’till of recent date, been insisted upon. 
We admit that Masons ought to belong to a lodge, and that 
Lodges ought to admit Masons— so far then as obligations go 
the Lodge and the individual stand upon a par, for certainly 
the obligation to join, implies an obligation to admit ; how can 
a man enter when the door is shut against him ? Besides, the 
condition of both Lodge and Mason must be such as to oppose 
no barrier — this is not always the case ; both individual and 
Lodge, or either, may be in offensive condition — the individual, 
of course, is then to suffer. Like the wife of a drunken hus- 
band, who was to be whipped, whether she sat up and burnt 
the candle or went to bed — so with him, punishment in either 
dilema would be his doom. In a word, is not the relation be- 
tween the Lodge and the man positively and absolutely a vol- 
untary one on both sides ? The man voluntarily seeks the de- 
grees of Masonry, the Lodge voluntarily confers them — the one 
pays his money, the other gives an equivalent. Neither at this 
stage, or any other, has it been intimated to him that he has 
been duped, unless he avail himself of membership ; true, it 
may be proffered him, but the voluntary feature still remains 
unchanged. He certainly would be surprised to discover there- 
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after that he stood on the same footing as a disgraced Mason ! 
But we are betrayed into arguing the case and will stop. 

Let us now direct our attention to more serious affairs. Our 
beloved country, if not the whole world, is in a state of con- 
vulsion ; the signs of the times are pregnant with evil forebo- 
dings, and, without the greatest discretion on all sides, or some 
providential interference, we may, in a moment, be deluged in 
the most heart-rending distress. What is the mission of Ma- 
sonry in the midst of such a threatening aspect— is it not to 
battle with all her moral energy to avert the impending calam- 
ity ? But to will it and she can do it. Let us not then, like 
itfero, stand by and look on and worse than fiddle whilst Eome 
burns. It becomes the imperative duty of Masons, both indi- 
vidually and collectively, to throw oil upon the troubled waters 
and to interpose their strongest influences in allaying bitter 
animosities, which, left unsubdued to rankle in the breast, at 
length break forth in madness, impatient of restraint, and heed 
not friend or foe in the sad work of brutal vengeance that surely 
follows. We cannot be censured for this digression, prompted 
by the strongest feelings of humanity — Masons must be true to 
their trust. 

It may be expected that we will discuss the merits of the 
Masonic Congress, concocted recently in Chicago ; not having 
the detail of the plan at hand, we shall abstain from comment, 
relying on a full presentation of the subject to the Grand Lodge 
by our Most Worthy Grand Master. We may, however, be 
permitted to say that, individually, we have always been in 
favor of sustaining such General Grand Bodies, provided always 
that they be properly organized, and, that such wholesome reg- 
ulations as might be demanded of such associations, should be 
adopted and carried out in good faith. Still, in view of the 
discordant feelings existing among the fraternity generally, on 
this subject, we doubt the policy at least of any decided action 
at this time, or at any other, unless there be a. certain prospect 
of harmonizing all the parties interested. 

In the progress of our review, we have endeavored to express 
our sentiments in plain, intelligible language, without any effort 
at embellishment, or any desire to produce sensation. It has 
been written under very unfavorable circumstances ; being late 
in commencing it, we were obliged to furnish the copy to the 
printer, in sheets, as we wrote, in order to comply with the 
requisition of the Grand Lodge to have it published in advance 
of the day of its convocation — so that no opportunity has been 
offered us for its revision. 

We have thought proper not to prepare any resolutions for 
the action of the Grand Lodge, deeming it more advisable in 
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this instance, for that matter to be referred to a Special Com- 
mittee, or otherwise, at the discretion of your Grand Body. 
With these preliminaries, we will pay our respects to the Pro- 
ceedings of the several Grand Bodies with which we have been 
favored : 

Texas. — The proceedings of Texas make a very sizeable vol- 
ume, and are by no means destitute of interest ; containing the 
evidence of much business and having appended various forms 
and tables and other matter valuable to the Lodges. The Grand 
Master’s Address is a business paper, and treats of matters par- 
ticularly interesting in that jurisdiction. We look upon it as 
considerably out of place to give publicity, through a newspa- 
per, to such a resolution as follows : “ Resolved , That' it is con- 
trary to, and in violation of, the great principles of Masonry, 
for any member of the Fraternity to engage in the retail of in- 
toxicating liquors as an avocation ” — especially as it induced 
from a Brother, who considered the action personal, a simulta- 
neous reply of an offensive character, and which finally brought 
him to trial and suspension. Bro. J. B. Likens, Chairman, sub- 
mitted the Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, 
reviewing somewhat extensively, thirty-one Proceedings. “Du- 
ring the Masonic year just closed,” observe the Committee, 

4t No permanent cloud of sorrow has cast its dark shadow over our prospects — we 
mourn few brothers dead— behold no strife in our household— deplore no more calam- 
ity calculated to tarnish the fairness of our noble escutcheon ; but, on the contrary, the 
familiar faces of a year ago, welcome us to-day ; we see Brotherly Love prevailing in 
our midst, and Masonry having passed the trying ordeal ot another year’s experience, 
stands, par excellence , second to no institution on earth/’ 

The proceedings of "North Carolina (for 1856) receive the res- 
pectful attention of the Committee, except in commenting on 
the case of evident oversight in a Committee who report “ on 
changing the time and the alternate meetings of the Grand 
Lodge, that they know of no Grand Lodge that alternates from 
place to place, conceiving that subject to be contrary to Masonic 
usages, and beneath the dignity of the Grand Lodge,” — to which 
they reply : 

41 The Brethren who reported this resolution, and the Grand Lodge that adopted it, 
either must confess that they are not thoroughly conversant with the history of their 
sister Grand Bodies, of which the following do alternate in their sittings : Ohio, Iowa, 
Missouri, Illinois, Connecticut and Texas, or being so informed, are unwilling to con- 
cede to them that dignity , which some good judges have awarded them ; if they take 
one horn of the dilemma, and 1 plead ignorance,’ then we forgive them ; if the other, 
then we must respectfully suggest that they first pluck from their own eyes that mote 
of ‘northern, black mail subscriptions,’ and then pass upon the dignity of those Grand 
Lodges that do alternate.” 

Our brethren might, in all charity, have been spared this 
rough rebuke from the Committee ; and that Committee the 
suspicion of indulging in a bit of unprovoked ill nature. We 
have been enabled only cursorily to examine the pleasing Ora- 
tion, by R. W. J. W. Latimer, Grand Orator, appended to the 
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proceedings. The Committee on the Grand Master's Address, 
offered the following resolution for adoption : 

a - Resolved, That the Committee on Work be required to exemplify the Work as 
agreed upon by them, at the Grand Communication, at Huntsville, in June last, at 
which time there shall se selected suitable Grand Lecturers to disseminate said Work 
to the Subordinate Lodges throughout the States.” 

Mississippi.— These proceedings are yet the most voluminous 
that have come under our observation — two-thirds of which, 
however, are devoted to returns of Subordinate Lodges, to re- 
districting the State and appointing of D. D. G. Masters, to 
suspensions, expulsions, &c., of various jurisdictions within the 
United States, and to tabular statements and statistics. We 
were particularly struck with the list of suspensions, expulsions, 
reinstatements and deaths, which was most appalling and mel- 
ancholy to behold ! An aggregate of at least twenty-five hun- 
dred is named — some jurisdictions not included. An evidence, 
at least, of a sort of recklessness in making Masons. There is 
no surer sign of bad work, than that it has to be undone. The 
Grand Master, in his address, thus beautifully and truthfully 
expresses himself : 

“ We should be careful, however, to pursue the line of an enlightened judgment, 
which ever teaches us not to sacrifice masonic intelligence to maaonic feeling, though 
both elements are evidently essential to the formation of the true character of a masoa, 
as the designs of our order strike their roots into both our rational and emotional na- 
ture. Most truly has it been remarked, that steam may propel but cannot guide the 
vessel in its mystic path across the ocean-zeal is right and proper in its place, but 
wisdom is profitable to direct and to equalize— for “knowledge is power” in masonry^ 
no less than in the affairs of church or State. The tender promptings of our emotional" 
nature are to the making up of masonic character, what steam is to navigation, and yet 
the mariner’s compass is not more necessary to the proper guidance of the ship’s helm, 
than is an enlightened judgment to the proper direction of our charities, or the selec- 
tion of proper materials, out of which to erect the masonic edifice in its membership. 
For as one defective beam might endanger the stability of the noblest edifice, so does 
one nnwortby member mar the fair proportions of our order, and sends a thrill of sor- 
row to each heart that throbs for a good name or remembrance among men or masons J” 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence have been fa- 
vored with the printed proceedings of thirty-one Grand Lodges, 
which they as briefly review as the nature of the case and the 
requirements of duty will admit. This report fully redeems 
the pledge they made, and is very acceptably prepared by the 
Grand Secretary, E. W. T. Daniel, as Chairman. North Car- 
olina is duly noticed, and the address of the Grand Master rep- 
resented as full of interest. The condition of Canadian affairs 
challenges more discussion, and occupies more space in the 
numerous proceedings that have passed under our review, than 
all other subjects combined. A great deal of information that 
has been thus elicited, it is true, may not be destitute of inter- 
est — in fact, may be of vital importance to a proper under- 
standing of the position or character of eruptions with which 
the Masonic Institution is continually startled^ — such as seces- 
sions, re-organizations and independent associations. But, we 
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are not prepared to follow the example set us, and shall there- 
fore content ourselves with offering briefly, such criticisms as a 
perusal of the Canadian proceedings may suggest. On the sub - 
ject of non-affiliation and demits, the Committee refer to the 
opinion and acts of twenty-two Grand Lodges ; had your Com 
mittee power, they would, with a single dash, blot out the 
entire record, and prohibit hereafter such unprofitable legisla- 
tion. , # : 

Vermont. — The Proceedings of this Qrand Lodge Convoca- 
tion, in January, 1858, are interesting, and indicate a healthy 
condition of the Craft in that locality. The Grand Master, 
Philip C. Tucker, in his Address, justly complains- — two harsh 
ly we think — of the action of the Grand Lodge of New York, 
in sustaining one of its subordinates, which had infringed upon 
the jurisdiction of Vermont, by initiating and raising, under 
aggravated circumstances, a citizen of that State. Subsequent- 
ly, however, the Grand Lodge of New York made the proper 
amends, by censuring its subordinate and requiring a transfer 
of the fees to the complaining Lodge. 

This question of jurisdiction is one of great delicacy, but 
which has been definitely settled, and is regarded as sacred by 
the Craft at large. A Grand Lodge jurisdiction is bounded by 
the limits of the State — a subordinate Lodge by an equi-dis 
tance with those which immediately surrounded it — and an in- 
dividual by that of his nearest . Lodge, unless in cities, or local! 
ties where a plurality of Lodges are established. A departure 
from these regulations is irregular, without proper consent first 
obtained. North Carolina has had frequent cause of complaint 
in this respect — and your Committee would most respectfully 
and fraternally caution sister jurisdictions against the impost 
tion of applicants— sojourners- — residents, in fact, of othep ju 
risdictions, especially of North Carolina. It is generally con- 
ceded, that an individual legitimately receiving the degrees in 
any regular Lodge, is entitled, wherever he may be, to recog- 
nition — but where deception is practised^ it cannot be legal, 
and should forever disgrace the parties for so unpardonable an 
act. 

The Grand Master also brings up the subject of non-affiliated 
Masons — a theme of ceaseless agitation — recommending to the 
Grand Lodge the most stringent action in reference thereto ; an. 
article in the By-Laws would seem to meet the views of the 
Grand Master, by suspending the delinquents, and excluding 
them and their families from all their privileges as Masons. 
To sustain his position, the Grand Master lays down two prop- 
ositions, which are, that “ the Brother who will not affiliate 
with the Lodge nearest him, not only avows disrespect to* the 
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Order, but leaves himself fairly chargeable with the meanness 
of evading the payment of his just share towards its support. 55 
And that “ the Brother belonging to a Lodge, who neglects to 
meet with it, and pays no. dues, stands in a position morally 
similar. 55 The second proposition we fully endorse — the first 
cannot justly be sustained. Before you talk of compelling 
Masons to join a Lodge, the Lodge must first be compelled to 
receive them. If an individual complies with all the obliga- 
tions imposed upon 1pm on his admission, no others can be 
justly demanded of him. It is optional with him, on his ini- 
tiation, to join the Lodge or not; if he neglect it beyond the 
prescribed time, a ballot has to take place, and he may be re- 
jected. What then becomes of his duty to affiliate ? An indi- 
vidual once made a Mason cannot be deprived of any of the 
characteristics with which he was then endowed, except for 
Masonic offence. Notwithstanding these very rational views 
of the case, we do not envy the feelings of that conscience- 
seared Mason who is ready to participate in all the sociabilities 
of Masonry, without manifesting a corresponding disposition 
to aid, according to his ability, in enlarging and perpetuating 
that privilege. 

The Address farther comments largely and severely on the 
irregular manner of procedure of the Provincial Grand Lodge 
of Canada. Any body of Masons, whether Grand or Subor- 
dinate, if not legally constituted, agreeably to the regulations 
already established, should not be countenanced or endorsed. 
Our own intelligent Grand Master, in his last Annual Address, 
urging non-intervention under present circumstances, take the 
only sensible view of the Canada difficulty, which, being refer- 
red to a Committee, was approved by Resolution, and confirm- 
ed N by the Grand Lodge. We understand, however, that the 
Grand Lodge of Canada (united) has been duly recognized by 
the Grand Lodge of England, so that now there seems to be no 
obstacle to a general recognition, and to fraternal greetings and 
intercourse with thsft Grand Body. 

In accordance with a resolution, the Grand Master appoint- 
ed Bro. J. Q. A. Fellows, of New Orleans, as Representative 
of the Grand Lodge of Vermont, in the Grand Lodge of Lou- 
isiana — and Bro. Wm. P. Russell, of Middleburry, was recom- 
mended as Representative from the Grand Lodge of Louisana, 
to the Grand Lodge of Vermont. Bro. Aldis Bernard, of Mon- 
treal, was also appointed as Representative in the Independent 
Grand Lodge of Canada. This practice appears to be gaining 
favor with Grand Lodges, and is recommended to the conside- 
ration of our own. Its universal adoption, it is believed, 
would be attended with great advantages to the Craft, especi- 
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dally in the cultivation and maintenance of that spirit of fra- 
ternal respect and forbearance, which is ever considered as the 
peculiar characteristic of a Mason. 

Br. W. G. Shaw, as Chairman, made the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Correspondence, acknowledging the receipt 
of the Proceedings of thirty-six Grand Lodges, including North 
Carolina for 1856. Although “want of time and space prevented 
the Committee from taking up, and noticing the proceedings 
of each Grand Lodge, separately,” they have nevertheless labo- 
riously compiled a very interesting statistical table, showing 
at a glance the condition of Masonry throughout the United 
States. We condense the table, giving the aggregate of the 
figures under their appropriate heads. 

Thirty-four Grand Lodges, Vermont not included, are enu- 
merated, showing

The greater portion of the Report is occupied with quota- 
tions, pro and con, from various proceedings, relative to the 
test introduced of late years, affirming a belief in the divine 
authenticity of the Holy Scriptures. If Grand Lodges, in their 
discussions, would confine themselves to questions unmistaka- 
bly Masonic, they would be relieved of one great cause of re- 
proach ; and the bitter feelings now frequently disturbing the 
harmony of our associations, would die for lack of nourishment, 
Michigan. — The proceedings of this Grand Lodge, Jan. 1858, 
are before us. The Grand Master, in his address, ably discus- 
ses many subjects of interest to the craft. Infringement of ju- 
risdiction in that quarter appears to be of too common occur- 
rence. The Grand Master reported the reception of an official 
communication from Indiana, that on complaint of Tyre Lodge 
of Michigan, against Meridian Sun Lodge of Indiana, for the 
improper admission of candidates from the former jurisdiction ; 
said complaint was promptly referred to a Committee, who re- 
ported against the action of the latter Lodge, directing the 
money received to be paid over to Tyre Lodge. The same 
Committee further say, that, on examining the papers submit- 
ted to them, they find that Tyre Lodge had committed a sim- 
ilar offence ; that Lodge, on being required to answer the 
charge, justified itself by the production of authority for its 
acts, granted by the Grand Master of Indiana. In reference 
to this matter, “ the Committee are led to believe that a system 
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of border warfare lias been going on between some of the bor- 
der Lodges, on both sides of the line, which, to say the leasts 
is highly censurable and should now be stopped, or otherwise, 
it may lead to great difficulties. 55 We are gratified in trans- 
ferring, for the benefit of our brethren, the following very sen- 
sible remarks of the E. W. Stillman Blanchard, Grand Leer 
turer, embodied in life report to the Grand Lodge : 

" The eight hundred officers of Lodges in this jurisdiction, embody an amount of 
educations talent and energy, rarely found in any other Institution ; and all that is 
required to make the Order in Michigan, a continued source of honor and profit to the 
Brethren at large, is, a persistent effort on the part of the Grand Lodge to promote, 
among the subordinate Lodges, as far as practicable, uniformity of work, harmony of 
action, and an enlarged view of the tenets of the Order. Our Brethren are aware, that 
Free Masonry is founded upon certain grand and noble principles, which I have deem- 
ed it my duty to inculcate, and impress upon the Lodges ; that their meetings, at all 
times, whether few or many are present, may be regular, dignified and profitable But 
in order that those principles may be properly developed, and presented in an agree- 
able and inviting form, it is absolutely necessary that Lodges should select for their 
Masters, men who are not merely capable of presenting the subject.of Masonry in a 
cold and lifeless manner, but who, being themselves deeply embued with the soul of 
Masonry, can present its spirited ritual to their Brethren, as a living, breathing reality 
— the perfection of moral excellence and beauty, illuminated by the divine spirit of 
poetic truth. It is with pleasure I add, that among the many talented officers of Lodges 
within this jurisdiction, they are few, indeed, who are not striving to infuse a degree 
of life and spirit into their work, which is above all praise.” 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence briefly view the 
proceedings of twenty-four Grand Lodges — North Carolina not 
acknowledged. 

Minnesota. — This Grand Lodge, of which we have the pro- 
ceedings, held its communication in January, 1858, M. W. A. 
T. C. Pierson, Grand Master, who remarks in his address that, 

“ Several applications have been made to me for dispensations to confer degrees upoa 
candidates u ioho desired to leave, and had no time to make the required proficiency , n 
Which applications I have refused in every instance . In times of old, E. A. served 
their Masters seven years. I do not subscribe to the doctrine that we are so much 
wiser than our fathers, that E. A. should not be required to serve their Masters at all, 
•or only so long as it might be necess »ry to arrange It the second degree ; rushing can- 
didates through the degrees is of no advantage to the initiate, but of positive injury to 
the craft. The Brother thus made is unable to gain admission to any well-governed 
Lodge where he is not personally known, and reflects discredit upon the Lodge and 
jurisdiction in which he was made.” 

' Our worthy Brother is right. We cannot conceive a more 
irksome task than to be of a committee to examine a visitor 
who has been stupidly made, and forever carries the mark about 
him. We approve this resolution: “ Resolved , That a peti- 
tion for the degrees in Masonry cannot be withdrawn from the 
Lodge unless formally reported upon by the committee of in- 
vestigation, and then only by unanimous vote of the Lodge 55 — 
adopted. 

The Committee on Foreign Communications reviewed the 
proceedings of twenty-seven Grand Lodges, and regret that 
North Carolina, among others, was not received. Bro. G. W. 
Prescott, Chairman. The correctness of the decision of the 
Grand Master of Arkansas, endorsed by the Committee of 
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Minnesota, strikes us very forcibly— thus : “ The ballot should 
always be spread, whether the investigating Committee report 
favorably or unfavorably. An entry should never be made, 
either on the petition or Lodge books of how the Committee 
reported . 55 Such provision seems to your Committee neces- 
sary, in order to shield the Committee from prejudice in hay- 
ing, as it were, their vote recorded — a practice which, upon 
reflection, must be universally condemed. 

Florida. — The Proceedings — of no small magnitude — of this 
Grand Lodge, are mostly absorbed by the interesting Report 
of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, presented by Bro. 
Thos. Brown, Chairman. The proceedings of twenty-eight 
Grand Lodges, including North Carolina, receive marked at- 
tention, liberal quotations being made from their pages, accom- 
panied generally with well tempered criticism. Our limited 
space will not allow full justice to this production — we can only 
notice it in brief. In reference to an abortive attempt by Ark- 
ansas, to establish a Masonic College, dependent measurably 
upon the imposition of assessments on all affiliated Masons with- 
in the jurisdiction, and voluntary contributions from outsiders, 
the Committee “ deferentially ask 55 , for what purpose is this 
struggle made to build up a literary institution to be placed 
under the patronage of a Masonic institution, when confessedly 
they had not the means to accomplish the enterprise ? 55 Your 
committee, advocating the appliance of all proper means to- 
wards the cause of universal education, now allude to the sub- 
ject, simply for the purpose of suggesting how periled the har- 
mony of a Lodge becomes, by an overflowing treasury, and by 
engaging in enterprises to be so controlled as to serve only as 
temptations for the ambitious, and aliment for the disaffect- 
ed, Most, if not all similar enterprises have proved disastrous 
by causing fatal estrangements, if not destruction. The lesson 
hereby taught is caution — confine your deliberations exclusive- 
ly to subjects strictly Masonic — wrangle not over matters for- 
eign to your profession— harmonize in all your intercourse and 
actions — frown upon improprieties, and promptly punish ini- 
quity. 

^ While reviewing the proceedings of Georgia, the Committee’s 
views relative to the position of Entered Apprentices and Fal- 
low Crafts, are about right — each is entitled to be present at 
any meeting in his degree, and to join in alj but special proces- 
sions, and are called Masons, but are not in reality so, accord- 
ing to the general acceptance of the term, until they receive 
in full the Master’s degree. As to voting, it is impossible for 
them to do so intelligently, being yet but novices in their pro- 
fession ; nor can they participate in any business of the Lodge, 
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which, according to the teachings of your Oonlmittee, should 
be transacted only in the Master’s degree. 

Alluding to the loose practice of sundry Lodges in the trans- 
action of business, in the unwarranted haste with which the de- 
grees are conferred, regardless of a solemn duty due the candi- 
date and the Craft to instruct and enlighten at every step — and 
to the unpardonable indifference manifested in the unwilling- 
ness with which Masonic duties of the most binding nature are 
performed — the Florida Committee say by way of censure, that 
u the meetings of Lodges in these days, are regarded as for no 
other purpose but to make Masons — that is to increase the num- 
ber of their members, and the amount of their funds. And if 
it is understood that there are no candidates to be received, in- 
itiated, or passed, it is ten chances to one, if there will be any 
Lodge , even on a regular night. Such was not the case in times 
gone by, which we fear will never return, when Freemasons 
were fewer and not so easily made.” Cannot Masons and Lodg- 
es be quickened to realize the responsibility that rests upon 
them, in the character they have assumed, and their accounta- 
bility for the evils which may grow out of 'a betrayal of their 
most sacred trusts ? 

This Grand Lodge is respectfully noticed by the Committee and 
several extracts from the Proceedings are approvingly given. 

The Florida Keport abounds with opinions freely expressed, 
upon almost every subject interesting to the Craft, from which 
we must reluctantly turn, that we may not appear too exclusive. 

We must not omit to say that, appended to the Florida pro- 
ceedings, is an Oration reflecting honor to its author, delivered 
on the occasion of the installation of Grand Officers, by M. E. 
Hob’t Morriss, D. G. M. of Kentucky. 

Louisiana. — The Proceedings of tnis Grand Lodge fill a pam- 
phlet of no small magnitude — but most if not all the matter con- 
tained therein, is worthy of the space it occupies. The Grand 
Master, M. W. Wm. M. Perkins, in his spirited Address brings 
to the notice of the Grand Lodge, many delinquences, besides 
several outrages of sundry disorderly and rebellious Lodges 
which have withdrawn from its control and defy its authority. 
We have never seen anything in our Masonic experience more 
impertinent than some of the official communications and reso.- 
lutions of these outlaws, and which are also published in the pro- 
ceedings. One very coolly invites all Free Masons remaining 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge, to continue to the 
offender the same friendly and fraternal feelings as heretofore. 
Another proffers to pay past arrearages upon terms dictated by 
itself 1 Another respectable Lodge withdraws with regret, the 
Secretary signing the communication with the flourish — “I have 
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the favor to salute you by the Masonic numbers and signs to 
you known. By order of the respectable Lodge.” All which 
is perfectly absurd to your committee, and satisfies them of the 
extinction of every particle of Masonic honor, and the forfeit- 
ure of all claim to respectful consideration. These Lodges, 
with some others similarly situated, hold on to their Charters 
for a show of regularity. The Grand Master notices the appli- 
cation of a Lodge, enquiring what is the position of a Brother 
who had been regularly entered, passed and half raised, when 
he sloped, refusing to return. We agree with the W. Master 
—he should not, in present condition, be recognized at all. 
We are truly sorry to see difficulties accumulate in the Louis- 
iana Jurisdiction — the mixed, diversified character of her pop- 
ulation is probably the main cause. 

The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence is 
drawn up with much care and' industry by its able Chairman, 
Brother Amos Adams, who very modestly sums up the result 
of his labors in this sort : 

“ Your Committee will not offer any excuse for the manner in which this report is 
drawn up. The writer has had full time to examine and select from the mass of mat- 
ter before him, nor can he claim any exemption from the press of business, but he is 
trank to acknowledge want of tact or ability to satisfy even himself, much less the 
Grand Lodge. He is conscious that he might have made better selections, from the 
vast amount of matter before him, but such as it is, it is offered to the Grand Lodge. 
It is th o first, and probably the last y report to this Grand Lodge, that he will be called 
upon as Chairman or Sub-Chairman of the Committee to make ; whoever undertakes 
it, and does justice to himself and the Grand Lodge, will find no easy task.” 

The proceedings of thirty-six Grand Lodges are received, in - 
cluding four out of the States. Most of the questions discus- 
sed have heretofore been enlarged upon; we agree upon many, 
but not all of the deductions of the report. Appended to the 
proceedings is a lecture of unequaled merit, delivered at the 
request of the Grand Lodge, before that Grand Body, by Bro. 
Albert Pike ; it is replete with masonic lore and valuable mat- 
ter, and is altogether of too interesting a character to be con- 
fined within a narrow circulation. 

Virginia. — The proceedings of a Special Communication of 
this Grand Lodge, held in February, 1858, and of the annual 
communication in 1857, are before us. 

We quote from the introductory portion of the Grand Mas- 
ter’s address, which will briefly explain the object of the spe- 
cial meeting : 

“ Brethren : I have convened the Masonic Craft of Virginia at this city, and on the 
auspicious day, the 22nd February, to repair with me to the Capital Grounds of this 
Metropolis, there to Dedicate that Monument to the memory of our Illuustious Brother 
George Washington, the corner stone of which you laid on this day eight years ago. 
This pleasing duty I know you will moat cheerfully perform, and I need not add, with 
that good order and decorum belonging to and becoming the dignity and moral gran- 
deur of our beloved Institution.” 

We quote from one of the addresses of the day, the follow- 
ing patriotic sentiments : 
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“We will, then, this day gather together the Nation's Affections, and bind them as 
American fasces around this Statute, erected by the Mother State to the Father Son — 

Virginia ! 

“ Parent of valor, cast away thy fear ! 

Mother of men, be proud without a tear !" 

“ What a theme ! What a scene for men and angels ! May our God, in whose bo- 
som he rests, who guarded him in our country's battles, and who guided him in our 
country's councils, vouchsafe that this spirit may continue to hover over the land he 
saved, and perpetuate it, peaceful, powerful, plentiful and free, through all vicissitudes 
of storm and sunshine, until earthly monuments shall moulder into dust and Human- 
ity shall triumph over the Probation of Time, or Time itself shall be no more !" 

The regular proceedings, being prior to 1858, coming within 
the rule we have been compelled to adopt, we can only notice 
that they are of a generally interesting character, and, in a 
kind spirit, admonish one of the Committees of North Caro- 
lina against the practice of inadvertently suffering to go in 
print, expressions improper to be written. 

South Carolina. — We have the proceedings, covering sixty- 
two pages, of this Grand Lodge, from January, 1857, to March 
1858. Although small, they are none the less interesting. 
Most of the proceedings, however, are devoted to the conside- 
ration of local affairs, and to revisions of the Grand Constitu- 
tion. The Grand Secretary — undone better qualified could not 
be selected — seems to be the official to whose charge the labor 
of preparing the report on Foreign Correspondence is commit- 
ted. Brother Mackey is undoubtedly one of the first Masouic 
Jurists in our order, and probably the most able expounder of 
Masonic law, of which our institution can boast — with this ac- 
knowledgement of the superior abilities and pre-eminent position 
of our worthy brother, we must be allowed boldly to protest 
against the obnoxious doctrines advocated by him in the fol- 
lowing extract: “it will be remembered,” says brother Mackey, 

“By some who now hear me, that for many years I have stood up almost “ sol tary 
and alone”, in defence of the doctrine, that a Grand Lodge has the prerogative of 
restoring an expehed or suspended member to membership iu his Lodge, as well as to 
the rights and privileges of Masonry. At length I am supported in that doctrine, at 
one time so unpopular, by the Grand Lodge of Missouri, which, by a special resolution, 
required Middletown Lodge, No. 50, “to obey the edicts of the Grand l odge in the 
matter of Br. Parker, by at once restor ng him to all the privileges of membership m 
said Lodge , or that their charter be immediately arrested 

“The principle then, is now admitted by Mi souri, than which no State contains 
more intelligent or skillful workmen, than when a Lodge wrongfully deprives a Mason 
of hi3 membership, the Grand Lodge may interfere and redress the wrong, by resto- 
ring him to his rights, of which he has been wrongfully deprived. This is the doctrine 
for which I have always contended, and the rea-oos for which I have given at large in 
some of my former reports as well as in my Treatise on the Principles of Masonic Law. 
For this support of Missouri, I am thankful, but the doctrine, I believe, will yet be uni- 
versally adopted." Magna est venitas et prevalent . 

We refer to his principles of Masonic Lav/, wherein he says: 
“The general” (and we insist the correct) “opinion in this country 
is, that when a Mason is expelled by his Lodge, the Grand Lodge 
may restore him to the rights and privileges of Masonry, but 
cannot restore him to membership in Ms Lodge.” He still

continues : u My own opinion, in contradiction to this, is, that 
when the Grand Lodge restores an expelled Mason, on the 
ground that the punishment of expulsion from the rights and 
privileges of Masonry was too severe and disproportioned to 
the offence, it may or may not restore him to membership in 
his 'Lodge.” We have quoted all, we believe, that is necessary 
to a proper understanding of the case as contended by Bro. 
Mackey. In reply to all this, which we can regard only as a 
fallacy, we do not hesitate to express the conviction that, should 
our Grrand Lodges ever adopt such a regulation and attempt to 
put it in practice, every Subordinate Lodge in the country 
would instantly, by acclumation, avow its discontent at so un- 
sufferable a usurpation. F urthermore, we declare, that no power 
on earth, not excepting the Grand Lodge, has the authority to 
dictate to a Lodge, otherwise than upon Constitutional grounds, 
or established regulations, who shall compose its membership, 
nor compel it to receive a member whom it has discarded. Among 
the prerogatives of a Lodge, is that of choosing and retaining 
the members of its own household ; if this be done in accordance 
with their By-Laws, by whom shall they be arraigned ? When 
a Lodge expels a member, they know best whether they want 
him back or not — a ballot at any time will decide that ques- 
tion. Lodges have been chartered without the restriction of 
the rights alluded to ; should Grand Lodges hereafter establish 
regulations so derogatory to those rights, it would be an act of 
violence justifying in the Lodges a surrender of their Charters. 
We can agree with our Brother when, reviewing the Grand 
Master of California’s address, he thus remarks : 

“ He speaks of the ‘ side degrees/ as they are called, in strong terms of condemna- 
tion, ana very justly characterizes them as being * generally as worthless as their cere- 
monies are ridiculous and absurd/ But he does not recommend an j legislative enact- 
ments for their extirpation, for the very excellent reason that there is* in point of fact, 
no such connection between them and masonry as to authorize the interposition of ma- 
sonic law. The remedy he proposes is to place the means of information of a useful 
and unexceptionable character, within the reach of all, by the establishment of a large 
libraries, filled with choice standard works, and by encouraging the disseminatian of 
useful information among the brethren. In this way a healthy tone of masonic feeling 
and sentiment will be created, and masons finding something of more value to be 
studied in their order, will at once abandon the cultivation of the side degrees, as men 
going into the active business and pursuits of life at once abondon the trifling sports 
and plays of childhood.” 

We have become almost disgusted with the importance at- 
tached to these tom-fooleries, dignified with the name of de- 
grees — stick them in with the so called Ladies’ degrees and put 
the torch to them — some persons might he enlightened by the 
blaze. Bro. Mackey insists that a Master should first have 
served as Warden, and quotes from the old charges in support 
of Ms position — thus, “no brother can be a master until he has 
acted as a Warden.” Why did he not quote in full from those 
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old charges which say, “No brother can be a Warden until he 
has passed the post of a Felloy Craft ; nor a Master until he 
has acted as a Warden ; nor Grand Warden unless he has been 
Master of a Lodge ; nor Grand Master unless he has been a 
Fellow Craft before his election, who is also to be noble born, 
or a gentleman of the best fashion, or some eminent scholar, or 
some curious architect, or other artist, descended of honest pa- 
rents, and who is of singular great merit in the opinion of the 
Lodge.” Now as there is considerable ambiquity in all this, 
we purpose to centre on the last part of the quotation, which 
all can understand, and elect as Master the one “ who is of sin- 
gular great merit in the opinion of the lodges ” — if he be the 
W arden, all the better. Further on, the charges say, “the Grand 
Master has a power to choose his own Deputy Grand Masters,” 
but some Grand Lodges have deprived him of that privilege — 
wrongfully we think. We coincide exactly with Bro. Mackey, 
in his view’s relative to the rights of a Mason, that, “ wherever 
he may be, however distant from his residence and in the land 
of the stranger, every Lodge is, to a Mason in good standing, 
his home, where he should be ever sure of the warmest and 
truest welcome !” Is it not true ! He says also, that he has: “on 
more than one occasion before, remarked on the evil of over- 
legislation.” Continue, Bro. Mackey, in your efforts to cheek 
this crying sin. 

MAiNE.-Since the Grand Communication of this Grand Lodge, 
in May 1858, the Grand Master, Kobert, P. Dunlap, has been 
gathered to his fathers. He was P. G. G. II. P. of the G. G. 
K. A. C. and a most estimable man, highly’ esteemed by his 
brethren for his great worth and high attainments. In his last 
Address he thus beautifully expresses himself — “The meeting 
of hearts and the grasping of hands, pledged to the interests of 
a common brotherhood, is of itself, sufficient to inspire us with 
increased energy and a disposition to renew the vows, which we 
have pledged at the shrine of Freemasonry.” Bro. Cyril Pearl, 
from the Committee on Foreign Communications, made an elab- 
orate and well digested Report. The proceedings of thirty-four 
Grand Lodges are reviewed — North Carolina it appears came 
late to hand, nevertheless, it received a passing and flattering 
notice. Bro. Pearl has done himself much credit in the great 
care and labor manifest in the proportions of this exceedingly 
neat Report. True, some of the criticism do not exactly meet 
our views — this might naturally be expected ; but when we all 
can confidently fall back upon fundamental principles, basing 
our opinions upon just appreciation of the true spirit which 
they inculcate, we may hope for a more perfect reconciliation 
in matters of faith, perchance of practice. 
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Missouri. — We have the proceedings of May 1858, which fill 
a respectable size volume, extremely neat in typography and 
style. M. W. Sam’l H. Sanders, in his Address, mostly of a 
local nature, brings to the notice of the Grand Lodge the preca- 
rious situation of the Masonic College of that State, but seems 
to think sufficient means are at hand to extricate it from embar- 
rassment — encouraging aid is also promised by some of the sub- 
ordinate Lodges. The Reports of some dozen D. D. G. Masters, 
although disclosing some melancholy delinquencies and practice, 
report the Lodges generally in a healthy condition. The pro- 
ceedings contain Reports from the President of the College and 
others, relative to matters connected with that institution, also, 
a vast number of other and interesting Reports. The subject 
of uniformity of work attracts the attention of the Grand Lodge, 
and a Committee reported to continue the services of the Grand 
Lecturer. The Report of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence, acknowledges the receipt of Proceedings from thirty- 
two Grand Lodges, North Carolina of 1857 included. The Re- 
port in its comprehensiveness and arrangement, is what we 
should expect at the hands of its talented author, Pro. A. O’Sul- 
livan. He says truthfully : 

“ When we contrast the present voluminous proceecjings of the several Grand Lodg- 
es with those of twenty years ago, and notice the marked care and ability with which 
several of the papers are prepared ; when we reflect upon the time and labor necessa- 
rily bestowed upon the perusal and selection of the matter which goes toward making 
these reports of the doings of the craft throughout this country, we are constrained to 
acknowledge that Masonry, its history, philosophy and objects, are being more gener- 
ally understood and appreciated.” 

The Committee “regret to see the agitation of additional tests 
in Masonry, and agree with California, that there should be none 
introduced.” The Report is decidedly opposed to the establish- 
ment of G. Grand Bodies, and cites the degeneracy of those al- 
ready existing, in proof of their inefficiency for good. North 
Carolina is favored witli an approving notice from the Com- 
mittee, who transcribe a respectable portion of Grand Master 
Holt’s Address into their Report. Bro. O’Sullivan concludes 
his able Report, by declining the post of Chairman for next year. 

Maryland. — We have before is the Proceedings of Mary- 
land, of May, 1858, the greater portion of which is occupied by 
the very full and well digested report of the Committee on For- 
eign Correspondence, from the pen of Bro. J. .M. Mcllton. This 
Grand Lodge, like many others who take a lively interest in 
Masonic libraries and the advancement of Masonic knowledge, 
has taken the initiatory for supplying itself and subordinates 
with copies of Bro, Rob t. Morris’ ITniveral Masonic Library. 
Grand Lodges, as well as subordinates and individuals, can 
make no better investments of a portion of their funds, than by 
applying them ,to the purchase of substantial Masonic Works 
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and Periodicals of the day. Besides, such investments will ac - 
tually yield the greatest amount of Interest ; not simply in dol- 
lars and cents, but in something of vastly more importance in 
a Masonic point of view ; by the moral impulse it quickens ; by 
enlarging the intellect ,H»&proving the mind; eradicating error ; 
correcting false impressions; inducing athirst for higher attain- 
ment ; elevating the Masonic character ; checking discordancies, 
and making better and more devoted Masons. A lodge 
with an intelligent membership is a sublim e spectacle. Besides 
the above named valuable work, there is another of the same 
import published in Philadelphia, in numbers, at a low rate. 
Mackey’s Lexicon, and his Principals of Masonic Law, every 
Mason should possess ; not omitting Bro. Hyneman’s favorite 
Weekly, published in Phila., which has decided claims for his 
attentions on our North Carolina brethren. The universal Ma- 
sonic Congres attracts the attention of Maryland, who referred 
the subject to a Committee. She has also, with most other 
Grand Lodges, taken favorable action on the patrotic purpose 
of the Ladies’ Mount Vernon Association, as recommended by 
Virginia. The report of the Committee on Foreign Correspon- 
dence is chaste and comprehensive, reflecting great credit on, 
its author for its high moral tone. The Proceedings of twenty- 
one Grand Lodges are reviewed, North Carolina included.— 
We would observe that no later Proceedings than 1857 are no- 
ticed in any of the various Reports, nor have your Committee 
received any of later date than 1858. — The report says : , 

“ There is use in the correspondence of the various Masonic bodies of the world. It 
is the intercommunion of a brotherhood. It not only keeps in view the relationship 
that exists, and affords satisfaction in the communication of intelligence, but it perpet- 
uates the motion of intertwining sympathies in the interchange of warm affections. It 
causes the brother to know his brother; and to cherish the bond that makes them one 
in interest and feeling. It exhibits the fruits of the mystic tie in the fraternity of uni- 
ted hearts and the sympathy of charity that not only thinketh no ill, but worketh 
good to all. In the record that is made ot this interchange of Masonic acts and senti - 
ments, there is kept up a continued chain of Masonic history, in the perusal of which, 
the brethren of distant jurisdictions maybe brought, near each other, and made to feel 
that they are indeed, members of the same family, and have the priviledge of gather- 
ing around the mystic hearthstone, and holding converse with each other. We can 
enjoy in a high degree this interest, while holding in review the labors of our Masonic 
brethren/' 

We have not received a cony of the Alabama Proceedings, 
but the Maryland Committee notices and comments upon a suit 
pending in the Court of Chancery at Mobile, in which the par- 
ties are two subordinate lodges ; the Grand Lodge should 
promptly have arrested their charters. Whenever the time 
comes that Grand Lodges cannot control any difficulties that 
may arise among their subordinates, and Courts of Law have to 
be resorted to for a settlement, then shall we insist upon a sev- 
erance of the ties that bind us to the society — no longer claim- 
ing our respect or confidence. In commenting upon the action 
of Michigan on the subject of rejected candidates, our Reverend 
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Brother so fully and emphatically expresses our own sentiments, 
that we cannot resist the temptation of transfering to our report 
his entire reflections. Our Bro. says, in speaking of rej ections, &c; 

“ In connexion with this subject, Grand Master Cook directs the attention of the 
Grand Lodge to another similar character. * It is the interpretation of a resolution of 
the Grand Lodge, requesting the subordinates to repeal any bydaw they may have 
adopted, which prohibits the reconsideration of questions, so as to allow the balloting 
for the admission of a rejected candidate to be repeated. This is denounced very just - 
ly and properly, as ‘a fatal blow at the sacredness of the ballot, in reference to a ‘land- 
mark too long established, and too well understood to be trifled with by a mere reso- 
lution. Brethren who are willing to renew immediately the application of a rejected 
candidate, or to reconsider his rejection when once effected, can know but little of the 
character of the Masonic Institution. They must regard it as they do other societies, 
which is a great error. Masonry is like no other existing institution. It has peculi- 
arities which no other can possess. It is a society, but the common rules of society 
cannot reach its- mysteries. It is.a government, but the ordinary rules of government 
cannot apply to the essential properties which lie hidden in its unwritten records. The 
common bonds of society cannot reach the depths of the Masonic character. The par- 
liamentary rules by which other legislative and deliberative bodies are governed, could 
be of no avail in their application to certain parts of Masonic labor, and to bind Masonry 
by those bonds, and to regulate it by those rules, woultt be the mere touching of its sur- 
face — the working upon its outside, without ever looking into its inner chambers, where 
only its principles are to be discovered and its character known.” 

Petitioners, for the degrees of Masonry always expect, if favora- 
bly received, that they will be made Masons, and are never in- 
formed that there is any halfway business in it; that they must 
be elected. three times. And no Mason in his senses would ev- 
er vote for a candidate if there existed a doubt on his mind of 
his fully advancing ; because the lodge wants no entered ap- 
prentices ; no fellow Crafts, only as a necessity of their obtain- 
ing the crowning degree. Wherefore, then, subject the appli- 
cant to a second or third ballot ; it may be simply to allow some 
whimsical Brother who had voted affirmatively in the first in- 
stance, to cast a negative in the second. For valid reason, any 
member can arrest the progress of the candidate at any point— 
which might lead to a satisfactory adjustment — a negative bal- 
lot would be final. Thus, our Rev. Brother will perceive that 
we take ground against him in his strictures on the action of 
the Minnesota Committee. The Committee very handsomely 
compliment ISTorth Carolina, quoting approvingly from her 
proceedings, and agreeing with the Committee who condemned 
the practice of Virginia in allowing a brother membership in a 
plurality of lodges. We commend the following extract to the 
attention of the worthy brother for whom it was intended : 

“ The proceedings of the Grand Lodge are characterized throughout by harmony and 
order, and present a detail of Masonic labor, which is truly encouraging. We would 
suggest to the Grand Secretary, that he should have the subjects named upon which 
various reports are presented to the Grand Lodge, as in many instances, we were un - 
able from the record, to distinguish them. In many cases, he merely states that broth 
er so and so made his report, which was adopted. The subject of the report must be 
gathered from the matter, or not understood by the distant reader. In one or two in- 
tances, we should like to have commented upon the reports, but for want of the neces- 
sary information were obliged to decline it.” 

In reviewing Ohio, the Committee manifest? a decided antip-

athy to red collars in a bine lodge, and are facetious on the 
occasion. It certainly would be a novel sight in North Caroli- 
na to enter a Grand Lodge and discover the members sitting 
in red clothing.* One other extract, and we must tear away 
from this very attractive Report : 

u The subject of non-affiliation, is at this time prominent among the discussions, &c., 
of Grand Lodges. It is one, doubtless, that is well worthy of consideration, but there 
is great danger of venturing too far, in relation to what may be supposed to be Masonic 
law in the premises. If a man is a Mason, he ought to be an acknowledged member of 
the Masonic Family. But if he will not affiliate, what can be done with him ? Why 
simply nothing at all. Lodges and Grand Lodges may resolve and re-resolve, and tfyen 
resolve again, and all without effect in the enforcement of a duty which ought and must 
be 'ooluntarily accepted and performed. This is a single step between the sublime and 
the ridiculous ; and if our brethren of any jurisdiction, in the attempt to enforce Mason- 
ic rule upon brethren who are disposed to remain outside, they may take the step and 
produce mortification and mischief perhaps, where they only intended to do good.” 

Indiana. — These proceedings abound with committees’ re- 
ports, and through them a considerable amount of business was 
transacted, mostly of a local character. Besides the very cred- 
itable address of the Grand, Master, M. W. Sol. D. Bayless, we 
have the report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, 
who say : “ Our greatest source of anxiety has arisen from a 
desire to be brief ; and in re-writing, we have condensed as 
much as possible, though we have before us reports on Foreign 
Correspondence covering sixty, seventy, and even ninety closely 
printed pages.” Such was our intention when we commenced 
this report — to be brief — but, unlike the Indiana Committee, 
we could not be brief ; and, as the latitude of such Committees 
is without bounds, we fear to have dashed headlong beyond all 
reasonable distance — perhaps sunk to the vision. If produc- 
tions are estimated by size, rather than by quality, we certainly 
expect to stand high. 

California. — The Proceedings of California always evi- 
dence the presence of industry, talent, and high Masonic pre- 
tensions; those before us are not behind its predecessors in that 
respect. We are pleased to transfer to our Report, an encour- 
aging portion of Grand Master N. Greene Curtis’ excellent 
Address: 

“ It is far better that we turn away many good men from our altars, than that we 
hazard our good name and reputation by accepting a single bad one; for upon that 
reputation rests, in an eminent degree, our power to do good. I have every reason to 
believe that the fraternity in this State are both zealous and vigilant in the discharge 
of their duties in this respect. The course now pursued by the Subordinate Lodges is 
such as necessarily impresses the work upon each one who receives it, and forms the 
foundation upon which to build a complete masonic education. The thorough exam- 
ination to which the candidates are subjected as they progress, renders it impossible 
that any should be ignorant of the principles taught or the duties enjoined by our ven- 
erable and benevolent Institution. 

Considering the circumstances which have governed the establishment of the .Order 
in this State, thfe harmony attained in working is a source of congratulation to all. 
This was scarcely to have been expected, and it speaks volumes for the earnestness 
and faithfulness of those who have contributed to such a result. I would recommend 
that the work heretofore sanctioned by this Grand Lodge, be exemplified at this Com- 
munication.” 
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Bro. Alex. G. Abell, Chairman, presented the Report of the 
Committee on Foreign Correspondence, reviewing with much 
industry and discrimination, the proceedings of some thirty-six 
Grand Lodges, including two or three beyond the States, ; beside 
numerous other documents. The Committee demur at certain- 
decisions of Arkansas, among other things^ “that if a candidate 
is rejected, the Lodge may return his petition or retain it, at dis- 
cretion” — -“this too, say the Committee, is new to us. We had 
supposed it do be well settled that even after reference to a Com - 
mittee, no petition could be withdrawn ; but whatever differ- 
ence of opinion or of practice there might at some time have 
been on this point, it has never before fallen under our obser- 
vation that a petition might be returned to a candidate after 
rejection P In regard to restorations, they o bserve “ that while 
the Grand Lodge may restore an expelled Mason to the rights 
and privileges of Masonry at large, it may not restore him to 
membership, in the Lodge from which he was ejected, without 
its consent ” — right. We trust our own Grand Lodge will not 
again subject itself to such animadversion as folio - ws : 

“ We are not much surprised at the violations of law over whioh the Grand Master 
(of N. C.) grieves, when we observe that the Grand Lodge itself virtually commends the 
infraction of its own ordinances. The Committee on Charters and Dispensations, in a 
notice of sundry irregularities, among others reports the following : “Pine Grove Lodge 
(U. D.) has fallen into the unmasonic practice of.receiring petitions, balloting for the 
candidates, initiating, passing, and raising, at the same meeting > which we believe to be 
the main reason why there are so many ignorant craftsmen in our midst !” A very safe 
conclusion, beyond all doubt. They also add, in relation to the fcv-laws of the same 
Lodge, that “the thirteenth article requires a brother casting a black ball, to make 
known to the Master his objections to the applicant !” Yet to this Lodge, so ignorant 
of the commonest and best known usages of Masonry, and of the laws of its own supe- 
rior, the committee recommended a Charter in the usual summary style, and a Charter 
was granted accordingly 1” 

The more we scrutinize this well concocted report, in which 
we find so many well expressed opinions on Masonic law and 
practice, precisely in coincidence with our own, that we regret 
the necessity that precludes more copious extracts. 

New Hampshire.-— 1 This Grand Lodge convened at Concord, - 
June, 1858, and w T e have the proceedings of that date. The 
address of the Grand Master may be "styled a laconic, business 
paper, interesting in that locality. He is opposed to a G. G. 
Lodge, and in favor of a National Congress. By the report of 
one of the D. D. G. Masters, he seems to have granted dispen- 
sations pretty freely for hurrying on the candidates who seemed 
to be in haste to get off. Another one reports that he “gave 
a Lodge a dispensation to confer the degree of Fellow-draft, 
and found them well informed in this degree, and manifested 
a like knowledge in the work of the other degrees.” We w r ere 
not aware, before, that such authority’ was anywhere required, 
except under some peculiar circumstances, for conferring the 
F. Crafts’ degree. We find, in another report, that adispensa- 
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tion was granted to a Lodge to initiate, pass and raise one per- 
son about to leave for California. From a report of tbe Com- 
mittee on Lodges, we learn with some surprise the fact that, in 
that jurisdiction, Lodges U. D. can not confer more than the 
E. A. degree. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence report, has under 
consideration the proceedings of thirty five Grand Lodges, our 
own not of the number. This report, from the pen of Bro. 
Horace Chase, does justice to the proceedings reviewed, giving 
each a respectful hearing, affording liberal quotations, accom- 
panied by well timed comments suggested by the occasion. 
We are glad to find the Committee entertaining our own views 
favoring demits and voluntary membership. Some of the ec- 
centric societies that are dying off, leave the taint of their com- 
icalities behind, but there is no good reason why Masonry, by 
means of any quackery, should provokingly become contami- 
nated by the infection. We quote approvingly the remarks 
of the Committee while discussing the subject of non- affilia- 
tion. They say : 

Some have attempted to impose a tax upon unaffiliated Masons, the collection of 
which has been found impracticable ; others have decided that an unaffiliated brother 
has forfeited all Masonic burial, or of joining in any Masonic procession ; in fact, treat- 
ing him in all respects as a criminal brother, who may have been expelled from all the 
rights and benefits ot Masonry, for gross, unmasonic conduct. When we consider the 
causes operating to produce n on-affiliated Masons, we can better understand the ap- 
propriate remedy. We will for a moment look for some of the causes. Some, no doubt , 
seek admission into our Lodges from a morbid and idle curiosity to know the secrets 
of the Order, and when once gratified, feel no father interest in the Institution. Others , 
perhaps, apply solely on selfish principles, thinking that it may aid them in the attain- 
ment of some selfish end. Others, perhaps, in fact we know it, are about to travel, and 
it suddenly occurs to them that Masonry will be a convenient passport or introduction 
among strangers. Of all such, we can only say, it would have Deen as well for them, 
and far better for the Lodge, if, instead of being white-balled into the Lodge they had 
been black-balled out of it.” 

Tbe Committee also speak of other classes, actuated by bet- 
ter and worthier motives, that ultimately lose nil interest in 
Masonry, and withdraw from its support. This, they say, is 
caused by disappointment and mortification, amounting almost 
to disgust, at witnessing the bungling manner in which degrees 
are hurried ' over, and to other loose practices in the Lodge. 
The conferring of a multiplicity of degrees in rapid succession 
upon a candidate referred to, is another cause of dissatisfac- 
tion to the more discreet. 

The unscrupulous departure from good and well established 
ancient customs, has occasioned much confusion in our Lodges, 
and tended greatly to weaken the influence and respect that 
otherwise would attach to the institution. 

The fact is, that ever since the mania for multiplying secret 
and grotesque associations and other fascinating delusions began 
to rage, there has been an irresistible rush of their most enthu- 
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siastic and expansive devotees towards the Masonic Temple-r— 
these, surcharged with the crude theories with which they have 
been regaled, if not positively bewildered, finding a different and 
more rational state of things to exist from what they blindly 
expected — altogether deficient in the rampant spirit with which 
they themselves had become animated — conceived the very be- 
nevolent design of revolutionizing these old fashioned, staid, 
venerable customs, and will not be satisfied until their design 
is accomplished and the adherents become as rampant as them- 
selves. They are incajDable of comprehending such an idea as 
innovation — if otherwise, it would be no barrier to them. 

Wisconsin. — The Proceedings before us are of June 1858, 
and are respectable in appearance and interesting in contents. 
The Address of G. M. Henry S. Baird, tho’ brief and confined 
mostly to local affairs, is not without interest to the Craft at 
large. “ Most of the difficulties,” says the Address, “ occurring 
in subordinate Lodges, may be traced to the refractory and un- 
masonic conduct of a few members, who are unworthy to par- 
ticipate in its privileges, or share the benefits of Masonry — show- 
ing the necessity of great caution and circumspection, on the 
part of the Lodge, in the reception and initiation of new mem- 
bers.” Tins declaration of Bro. Baird needs no confirmation. 
The Grand Master relates the case of a Lodge that tried and 
suspended a brother, who was within a month restored again, 
a Past Master presiding without one Regular . officer present. 
The restoration was effected on a motion, by a two third vote, 
no notice having been given of such intention, and only ten 
or a dozen members present. The papers in the first instance, 
relative to the trial had been stolen from the Secretary’s desk, 
and others in consequence had to be made up from recollection. 
The Grand Master very properly annulled the irregular pro- 
ceedings in the latter instance, and confirmed the first. An- 
other instance is related, where a Lodge applied for a dispensa- 
tion to initiate, pass and raise, at one night, two individuals, 
hailing from an adjoining jurisdiction, but in haste to go to 
Australia. Being impatient of delay, and not dreaming of a re- 
fusal to grant the dispensation, they anticipated its reception, 
and actually entered and passed one of the candidates and en- 
tered the other, when the Grand Master’s refusal came to hand, 
whereupon forgiveness was humbly asked. The Committee to 
whom the matter was referred offered a resolution — that the 
Grand Master direct a severe reprimand to the offending Lodge. 
The Grand Lecturer in his visitations has constantly , u endeav- 
ored to impress upon the mind of the officers of the several Lod- 
ges the imperative necessity of instructing the newly initiated 
brother and in all cases requiring him to exemplify his profi- 
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ciency in each degree, in open Lodge, before advancing to an 
other.” We hope our Grand Lodge will insist upon such prac- 
tice. He is opposed 4 to the indiscrimate and hasty making of 
Masons, and, on the subject of uniformity says, “I have found 
great want of uniformity iii the work as practiced in the differ- 
ent Lodges, although a majority of them have the same general 
systems of work.” 

The Proceedings of thirty -two Grand Lodges, including North 
Carolina for 1857, have been placed in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Correspondence, who review them in the 
shortest possible manner, leaving little or no margin upon which 
to comment. Luther M. Tracy, is G. M. elect. 

New Yoke:. — We look upon the Proceedings of this Grand 
Lodge, in general, as of more interest to the Craft at large than 
those of any other, for the reason that, from her peculiar posi- 
tion, added to the fact of her claiming so large and intelligent 
a constituency, she thereby possesses greater facilities, and is 
enabled to concentrate and diffuse a more reliable amount of in- 
formation than may be looked for from any other Quarter. — 
The proceedings before us sustain the high reputation hereto- 
fore awarded similar productions. And why should they not, 
with such eminent Masons as J. L. Lewis, jr., and Finley M. 
King — the former occupying the East, the latter the West — 
charged with the preparation of a most important document ? 
The Address of the Grand Master partakes of the dignity of 
its author — wholesome, instructive and admonitory. Speak- 
ing of the true condition of the fraternity which experience, 
in his own case has brought to light— of the fair and flattering 
picture presented in the multiplication of lodges, and the in - 
crease of votaries at our masonic altars, he’ continues: 

“ But there is another and more painful truth lying behind it. It is that, to some 
extent, dissentions have crept into our lodge-rooms; strife and bitterness have found 
a place beside the three great lights in Masonry ; an unhallowed thirst for the empty 
distinctions of lodge office has been allowed to prevail ; contests about trifles have been 
fanned into flames of discord ; attempts made to pervert the noble design of our insti- 
tution to individual benefit or emolument ; and a feverish excitement to devise new 
plans which can but -obscure the brightness of the Ancient Landmarks. If we have 
polished our ashlers more perfectly than did our fathers of the craft, we have lost much 
of their unvarnished honesty and rugged simplicirty. Distrust and envy have, in many 
places, usurped the place of brotherly love and charity .’ 7 

Although these may be bold and harsh truths,, as the Grand 
Master says, let our own lodges individually, apply them to 
themselves, and if guilty, reform. The Grand Lodge is urged 
to take steps for the establishment of a uniform system of Work 
and Lectures ; “it is important then,” says the Grand Master, 
“that the work and its explanatory lectures be taught truly 
and learned perfectly, and that it be uniform in its modes of 
conveying thought, or the great system which we practice will 
become deteriorated and mutilated. ” Strange to say, the Grand 
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Lodge of New York- has never yet been incorporated; the ne- 
cessary steps, however, have been taken for that purpose. ¥e 
have often noticed, in other quarters, great importance attached 
to the duty of Masters of Lodges retaing individual possession 
of the warrants or charters, instead of depositing them in lodge 
rooms. We are not a little surprised to find G. M. Lewis also 
so impressed. The danger to be apprehended in letting them 
hang up in a lodge room— their legitimate place — is, to our ap - 
prehension altogether ideal. Better to trust it in its lodge than 
in the Master’s pocket ; besides, it might so happen that the 
Master, with the warrant in his pocket, would be unexpectedly 
prevented from attending his lodge, liow then could it be opened 
without the authority thus absent ? True, the Charter is in charge 
of the Master ; so are the books and funds in charge of the Trea - 
surer and Secretary, but it was never conceived that those func- 
tionaries should therefore carry the books and funds about their 
person. 

The Grand Master apprised the Grand Lodge of his having 
accredited and acknowledged an exchange of Representatives, 
with Wisconsin and New Jersey. E. W. Wm. H, Drew, Grand 
Lecturer, presented a lengthy and exceedingly interesting re- 
port, embracing a detailed account of his labors and the condi- 
tion of lodges in practice and standing, with wholesome sug- 
gestions calculated for the general benefit of the Craft. A sin- 
gle extract is all we can afford, to show the spirit of the report, 
and to arouse the attention of otn* own brotherhoood to unvar- 
nished truths, applicable to all localities. Our brother, impress 
ed with the truthfulness of the theory touching the universality 
of Masonry, says : 

“ There is a true and standard system of work and lectures, as all admit, and this is 
usually styled the “Ancient Work ;” and yet, on no single topic do such wide diversi- 
ties of opinion exist, both as regards the ceremonies and language. Could the breth- 
ren of the Grand Lodge visit the different lodges in this jurisdiction, and witness in 
each an exemplification of what each tenaciously claims to be the ancient work, and 
note the diversities— diversities as wide, and differences as great, as the inventive pow- 
ers of the different officers will permit— they would, with me, implore this body to take 
some action by which uniformity of work will be effected, and the standard, thus estab- 
lished, be recognized by other Grand Lodges, and rendered consistent with itself. It 
is now not surprising to find brethren whose duties or occupations have confined them 
mainly to the locality where they were made masons, who supposed that the work 
which they had received, with implicit faith, to be the ancient work, greatly astonished 
to be told that errors had crept in, and that corruptions abound in the ritual, as taught 
in many of our Lodges ; and not unfrequently express great horror at the innovations 
which they innocently believe the Grand Lodge to have introduced, because they con- 
ceive that any form of words to which they have not been accustomed, is in direct vio- 
lation of the ancient landmarks. And in no other thing could the Grand Lodge per 
form a greater service than by an accurate definition of what constitutes landmarks, 
and what esablishes any feature of our institution as an ancient usage. It would, at 
least) dispel the hurtful delusion entertained by many, and usually the younger breth- 
ren, whose authority and argument is founded on the few words, “ I was so taught ” In 
looking at this, so called, ancient work, it will be found that at least five distinct ver - 
sions are to be found in our jurisdiction; they are frequently termed systems, and 
each claims to be perfect, complete and original. It is a self-evident proposition that 
they cannot all be so; but may not these variations be reconciled so as to make a con- 
sistent and harmonious whole?” 
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The Grand Lodge adopted a resolution in favor of the general 
conclusions of the Universal Masonic Congress of Paris, held in ( 
1855 ; also authorizing the Grand Master to appoint not to ex- 
ceed three delegates to attend the meeting of the next Congress, 
proposed to be held in the city of New York. Also a resolu- 
tion to cordially extend to the Grand Lodge of Turkey the right 
hand of fellowship, evidence of its legality first being produced 
— the recognition to be declared by the Grand Master. Initia- 
tory steps were taken for collecting material for the “History 
of Masonry in New York,” to be published under the auspices, 
of the Grand Lodge. 

The Committee on grievances, to whom was referred a diffi- 
culty existing between two lodges, reported as follows : 

“The circumstances relating to this case seem to arise from the action of Lexington 
Ledge, in admitting members into their Lodge who had been expelled from Long Is- 
land Lodge. In the action of Lexington Lodge, they took the advice and decision of 
the R. W. D. G. M., Bro. Robert Macoy, that they had a right so to do. Lexington 
Lodge, acting in good faith, felt aggrieved at the resolutions offered by Anglo Saxon 
Lodge, in causing to be placed upon the minutes of this M. W. Grand Lodge, at its last 
Annual Communication, charges derogatory to their character as Masons. We would 
therefore offer the following resolution : 

“ Resolved, That in the opinion of your committee, Lexington Lodge is not deserving 
of the censure from Anglo Saxon Lodge, nor any other body ; and recommend to Anglo 
Saxon Lodge that she extend to Lexington Lodge that feeling of brotherly love, that 
the institution of masonry so earnestly recommends from one brother to another.” 

We cannot concive, for the life of us, how a lodge could ad- 
mit an expelled Mason and not deserve censure from any body. 
True, we may not be acquainted with all the circumstances of 
the case, and can only judge from the record. Agreeably to 
laws universally acknowledged, no Mason has a right to recog- 
nize or hold Masonic communion with another who had been 
expelled — and in North Carolina a lodge wilfully so offending, 
would be severely dealt with — suspended. An explanation of 
this case would be gratifying to North Carolina ; to know that 
an expelled Mason could not go from this State and be received 
in New York, under the above or any other rule. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, by JR. W. Finlay M. 
King, reviews the proceedings of thirty eight Grand Lodges, 
including several beyond the States, and, for its thorough in- 
vestigations, is entitled to all the encomiums usually awarded 
that Brother’s productions. Hie Committee, after expressing 
the great pleasure felt in reporting to the Grand Lodge the 
general condition of the Fraternity, throughout the world, as 
being never more prosperous and promising than at the present 
time, speak thus : 

“It is proper to say that the relations of the Grand Lodge of New York with its 
sister bodies, in nearly all portions of the world, are the most happy and fraternal. 
Exceptions exist in the cases of Pennsylvania and Hamburgh. The latter still contin- 
ues its unfraternal course in neglecting to withdraw the charters issued to its unwor- 
thy subordinates in this city, thereby drawing upon itself the reprobation, and in many 
cases, the repudiation and execration of the Grand Lodges of the world.” 
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We believe the difficulties between Pennsylvania and New 
York have, since the adjournment of the Grand Lodge, been 
happily reconciled. When Masons can reconcile it to them- 
selves to live at variance, we may then despond — there is no 
anchor left upon which to rest. In regard to the unwarranted 
course of Hamburgh, we take decided ground with New York. 
Every Grand Lodge in the country should raise a united voice 
against the outrage complained of — for audaciously establish- 
ing Lodges in this country, and, after repeated remonstrance, 
rerasing to withdraw the charters. In answer to Minnesota, 
who asks why the left hand should be Used in voting, New 
York replies that it is difficult to answer in writing, but refers 

the position of that hand when the neophite is first brought 
to light, as being suggestive. We confess not to see the point ; 
for, the hands being previously detached, are adlibitum . There 
is, we are aware, a regulation that voting shall be by show of 
hands — but we cannot see why any importance should be at- 
tached to the manner of ascertaining the sense of the Lodge, 
so that it be simply and truly indexed. North Carolina is 
flatteringly noticed, with courteous allusions to her proceed- 
ings. Much space in the report is devoted to the consideration 
of Foreign Grand Bodies, and to their transactions — Scotland, 
Ireland and Prussia, together with a mass of documents and 
correspondence from Peru, relative to insubordination and ex- 
pulsions in that jurisdiction ; but any further reference to these 
matters would hardly be of sufficient importance to compen- 
sate for the labor. We will, however, briefly express the dis- 
gust we experienced, on a hasty glance at these documents, in 
witnessing the encouragement offered to political and religious 
discussion, and the promiscuous mixing up of the Mohomme- 
don, Jewish and Christian faith, with the distinctions and dis- 
putes growing out of the same. We cannot help giving Bro. 
King joy for his success in the tangible arrangement he has 
made of this mass of semi-incomprehensible matter. The Grand 
Lodge recognized both the Ancient and Independent Grand 
Lodges of Canada. 

We are most happy to announce the terminstion of the New 
York difficulties, so long and so painfully existing, by a Union 
of the antagonistic Bodies in that jurisdiction, based upon sun- 
dry Articles and Agreements, prefaced by the following 

“ Preamble. — -W: hereas, the honor, usefulness, and beneficent objects of the institu- 
tion of freemasonry of the State of New York have suffered, and are now suffering, by 
reason of differences and disagreements among the fraternity of this State ; 

“ Now, therefore, the undersigned, committees appointed by the parties hereinafter 
mentioned, in view of amicably and permanently ending such differences and diagree- 
ments, to the end that the harmony which is compatible with the true principles of 
freemasonry may prevail, do mutually assent and interchangeably subscribe to the fol- 
lowing provisions, as a proper and equitable manner of ending such differences and 
disagreements. 
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“And, if said provisions are adopted and confirmed by the parties respectively, to 
wit: that known as the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, of which John L. 
Lewis, Jr., is Grand Master ; and that known as the Grand Lodge of the State of New 
York, of which James Jenkinson is Grand Master, then these provisions shall be con- 
sidered and constituted a fundamental regulation of the Grand Lodge of the . State of 
New York.” 

It is not worth while, at this time, for us to scrutinize too criti- 
cally into the conditions of that reconciliation — suffice it to 
say, the parties themselves were satisfied — the object was ef- 
fected — tranquility was restored — and throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, there arose a universal shout of re- 
joicing and congratulation. The legitimate Grand Body has 
been severely reflected upon for yielding too much. Ho terms 
were expected to give general and unalloyed satisfaction — such 
an idea was foreign to the thought. - Let then our sympathies 
for the agony she has endured under the most severe trials, and 
our admiration for the sacrifices she has made, and the mag- 
nanimity displayed for the attainment of peace, be interposed 
as a veil to cover the error of any real or seeming departure 
from strict propriety in that mighty struggle. 

Hebe ask a. — The Proceedings of this, our younger sister, are 
before us. The Address of the Grand Master, Robert C. Jor- 
don, opens thus : “We have met agreeably to a resolution 
passed at the organization of this body on the 23d of September 
last. The occasion is one of much interest to us all. The few 
zealous brethren that participated in the formation of this new 
Grand Lodge, I observe are present, with one or two exceptions, 
and to all appearances are ready and willing still to undertake 
any part in the noble and glorious work before us.” The occa- 
sion, we would observe, is not only of much interest to that lit- 
tle band, but of much more, if possible, to the great Masonic 
body, which will watch with unaffected solicitude for the de- 
velopment of those noble characteristics consequent upon vir* 
tuous purpose and well directed labors. We are sorry to per- 
ceive, on perusing the Grand Master’s Address, that he has im- 
bibed some of the fallacious notions of the day touching inno- 
vation and non-affiliation, but we are not without hope, that 
error will hereafter succomb to conviction. We confidently 
assert that no one will venture to disavow the sentiment embra- 
ced in the following extract from an excellent Oration deliver- 
ed by Bro. A. G. Clarke in presence of the Grand Lodge. — - 
“Who shall say, then, that the faith of Masonry is not universal? 
Hebrew and Assyrian, Jew and Gentile, Christian and Mahozn- 
edan, can kneel at the altar of Preemasonry, and in the perfect 
equality of truth and virtue, vow allegiance to its trusts.” Let 
no one with sacrilegious hands presume to deface or destroy the 
pillar set up by our forefathers. In answer to the question, 
whether a Mason committing suicide was entitled to masonic bu- 
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rial the Grand Master decided that the Masters of Lodges had 
a perfect right to act discretionary — we emphatically say not . 
The Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence ex- 
presses sentiments antagonisticalto those of the Grand Master’s 
above noticed, which is readily accounted for on the ground that 
the Chairman of. the Report and the Grand Orator are one 
and the same person. Circumstances prevented an extended 
Report from the Committee — they however, review in good 
spirit the proceedings of fourteen Grand Lodges, North Caro- 
lina included. As the Committee seem to question the propri- 
ety of not allowing a petition to be withdrawn when once re- 
ceived and referred — we would observe, that such has become 
the settled principle and is now the universal practice. When 
an individual presents himself before a Lodge for its suffrages, 
and commits himself to the ordeal of the Committee’s Report 
he must abide, its consequence. In concluding their Report, the 
Committee give utterance to the true Masonic spirit, when they 
say. 

“We regret that we have not before us the proceedings of all the Grand Lodges of 
the Union, but from those in our possession, we gather the conclusion that Mason- 
ry was never before in more flourishing condition throughout the length and the breadth 
of the land. It is our duty to preserve it in this condition. Those who have gone be- 
fore us have planted a goodly tree, and we, who in the hot and dusty path of life, re- 
pose beneath its shadow, will arise up and call them blessed. The tender branches 
thereof shall not cease, nor the strong limbs be scathed, but in all its vigor will we leave 
it to our posterity — not a leaf missing, not a branch decayed.” 

Iowa. — The Proceedings of this Grand Lodge, besides being 
handsomely got up, evince much industry in the prosecution of 
its labors, and a commendable degree of interest in all that 
pertains to the Royal Art. Grand Master Sandford’s Address 
is much of a business paper, bringing to the notice of the 
Grand Lodge many subjects of moment for its consideration. 
A great portion of his time, for tho last year, has been devoted 
to the service of the Grand Lodge, and he recommends the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Jurisprudence to lighten his du- 
ties. In some well timed remarks respecting the rapid growth 
in the increase of Lodges and membership, in that jurisdiction, 
he is not unmindful of the voice of warning raised throughout 
the country against such rapid additions to our numerical 
strength, and the many forebodings of evil results therefrom, 
predicted by eminent and devoted Brethren. But, he says — 

“ Careful observation respecting the practical workings of our fraternal system, has 
given me faith in the efficacy of masonic government, and I am convinced that the 
disciplinary influence of our ancient customs and landmarks, which serve as the basis 
of our, legislation, as well as the animating principle of our ceremonials, is fully ade- 
quate to sustain and transmit, unimpaired, to future generations, the usefulness and 
glory of our institution. We have no evidence that our brethren of this jurisdiction 
have proved, or that they are likely to prove, recreant to the obligations imposed upon 
upon them by our sacred and immemorial constitutions ; on the contrary we believe 
they are penetrated by the sentiment of that eternal truth which declares that it is not 
in the power of any man or set of men to make innovations upon the body of masonry, 
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and that the internal economy of our Lodges fully justifies the remark, that no princi- 
ples of human action or government are more faithfully guarded than are those to 
which this declaration applies. Although this is the great foundation of our confidence 
in the stability of our institution, other things contribute to its strength. We have 
confidence in the general integrity of men. Moral obliquity as well as criminal prac- 
tices often mar the fair estimate which charity encourages respecting the character of 
this world, yet With the worst view which misanthropy can portray, is associated ele- 
ments of dignity, nobleness and virtue, which, in every legitimate department of hu- 
man pursuit, greatly predominate. The disposition formed by the possession of these 
qualities is that which impels men toward virtuous affiliation, and even excluding all 
idea of the efficacy of our principles and discipline in making men wiser and better, 
this fact is a strong guaranty of our unity and durability.” 

On a subject of universal concernment — uniformity of work, 
— he says : 

“ The action of this Grand Lodge respecting a uniformity of work throughout this 
jurisdiction, has been the basis of our labors during the past year, in attempting to 
establish that important object. In our last annual address, we laid before the Grand 
Lodge the results of our efforts during the preceding year, and expressed the opinion 
that of all the plans proposed to bring about harmony in the exercise of our ritual 
throughout the State, none promised so well as its full exemplification before the 
Grand Lodge, and its dissemination from thence through the legal representatives to 
the subordinate Lodges.” 

The D. G. Master himself visited and instructed a large num- 
ber of Lodges, with expressions of satisfaction, except “in a few 
instances captious spirits attempted to throw obstacles in the 
way, and from different, but inexplicable motives, professing 
friends have disparaged the work ” — notwithstanding which, 
however, the work was pressed forward with unabated zeal,' 
Till finally successful in the accomplishment of the grand object 
in view. The Grand Master says : 

“ Experience constantly repeats the lesson, that men will adhere to and contend for 
the most unimportant and foolish positions with as much obstinacy as they will dis- 
play in defence of the most sacred principles. But whether from this disposition, or 
from any other cause, variance and contention exist in our Lodges respecting the 
mere forms of our ritual, it constitutes, while it lasts, an effectual barrier to that ma- 
sonic cultivation which enlarges the intellect and prepares it for the comprehension of 
those sublime truths which unfold the deep meaning of our symbols, and display the 
hidden beauties and excellencies of our Order. It is by harmonizing the external 
forms of expression, and thus removing the obstacle to the cultivation of higher and 
better principles, that we have desired to promore the true interests of the fraternity 
in our jurisdiction.” 

The Address, with great propriety we think, recommends the 
legal incorporation of the Grand Lodge. 

The Committee on work of Lodges under dispensation, in 
their Keport, present this novel case— the W. Master of a certain 
Lodge asked and obtained a demit, whilst charges were existing 
against its S. Warden — after which, the J. Warden, presiding, 
the trial progressed, which resulted in the suspension of the S. 
Warden. The work was deemed irregular by the Committee, 
for reasons set forth; First, that such Lodge, in their opinion, 
had not the power to demit its Master; Second, the S. Warden 
in the absence of the Master, being ex-officio, the W. Master 
could not be legally arraigned by his Lodge ; Third, the Officers 
of a Lodge IT. I). being creatures of the Grand Master or Grand 
Lodge, could not, in their opinion, be dealt with by such Lodge, 
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Consequently the action of said Lodge in the suspension of the 
S. Warden, was declared null and void. A charter was recom - 
mended. We find many other delinquencies reported of other 
Lodges, but cannot discover that they were subjected to any 
discipline. We are sorry to see, in the Report of a Committee 
on the D. G. Master’s Report, exceptions were taken to his ac- 
tion in granting dispensations, during his visitations and lec- 
tures, to some Lodges to ballot for the passing and raising of can- 
didates, at called meetings — of course such practice is inadmis- 
sable, excepting only when the Grand Master or Lecturer is 
present, for the purpose of exemplifying the work. 

Bro. W. B. Langridge, Chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Correspondence, presented a very creditable Report, re- 
viewing with great ability thirty -four Grand Lodges — North 
Carolina being noticed with much complacency. The Commit- 
tee in the out set, very sensibly remarks, that 

“ The endeavor of the committee in the preparation of the following report has 
been, in the first place, to give a general review of the action of the craft throughout 
the world, during the past year, so far as it has come to their knowledge; and, sec- 
ondly, to assent to or condemn such ideas and propositions as they have met with, 
which they have judged worthy of notice. They have done this on their own respon- 
sibility, without any intention of having the Grand Lodge held responsible therefor; 
and, indeed, without reference to its views or teachings, except where they believe 
them right and in accordance with a proper view of the masonic system and a correct 
interpretation. 

“ They consider the duty of a committee on foreign correspondence to be of a far 
higher nature than merely to chronicle the doings of the order. It is by its position 
called oil to challenge every new and strange idea and not to suffer it to pass, until by 
due trial and strict examination it may have determined its character and its claims to 
be recognized as correct and worthy to be received. In no other way can heresy, false 
doctrine, and innovation be so surely shut out of our order, as by a faithful and care- 
ful performance of duty by committees on foreign correspondence.” * * * 

We were not less surprised than grieved to find that '<my Mason, 
especially of Bro. Langridge’s intelligeuce, should entertain and 
express sentiments soincompassionate as is avowed in the quo- 
tation which follows. In commenting on the proceedings of 
Arkansas, the Committee, in bad taste, indulges in this wise : 

“ The Grand Lodge settled a somewhat singular question as to the relation of the 
wife and children of an expelled mason to the fraternity, and their claims upon it, by 
placing them, very properly, in the same position as though the husband and father 
had never been a mason, we mention this self-evident decision because we have, 
within a year past, come across a somewhat similar case, in which a lady, the wife of 
a mason, was obliged to leave her husband because he was addicted to intemperance, 
and who yet made the fact of her being the wife of such a mason a reason why the 
order should aid her in her journey to another home ! The Lodges did assist lier, both 
in a neighboring jurisdiction and in this, and would probably have continued to do so, 
had not she and her husband become reconciled, and her trip thereby come to an end 
sooner than was expected. People have some strange ideas of masonry — how great 
a portion of them is due to the actions of masons and how much to other causes, would 
afford a good theme for an essay.” 

We contend and insist that, according to the true and genu- 
ine spirit of Masonry, the wife and family, otherwise faultless, 
of a debauched or disgraced Mason — whether she desert the 
wretch or not; — are as much if not more entitled to the sympa- 
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thy, the charity, and kindly offices of the lodge, as are the wife or 
family of the most worthy, though perchance the most unfortu- 
nate individual in it. Being the irreproachable wife of a Ma- 
son, at the time in good standing, his faulty without her crimi- 
nality, should entitle her in all cnarity to a sustaining hand. — 
5 Tis Heaven born relief that voluntarily comes in the hour of 
distress. To the writer, batchelor as he is, these sentiments are 
insuperable from his Masonry. ¥e dissent from the opinion 
entertained by the Committee, in regard to the selection of a 
Master. We contend that a lodge should always select their 
best man for that important position — -who may not possibly 
be always stationed in the West. Wishing to present the 
views generally entertained on the subject of a G. G. Lodge, 
we quote as follows from the report before us : * 

"Looking at the operations of the general grand bodies already in existence, their 
cambrousness and their inefficiency for any good, with the want of success in achiev- 
ing anything useful by the masonic conventions heretofore held, we must confess that 
we have no hopes of any advantage to arise from the plan. If the General Grand 
Chapter has not the power even to agree on a system of work during its sessions, and 
during its recesses can only act in the oppressive and unconstitutional manner it has 
done in its interference in Michigan, and if the Grand Encampment of the United 
States can hold itself capable of making fundamental changes in the character, titles 
and even work of that branch of the order, what assurance can we have that a general 
Grand Lodge will not imitate the efficiency of its predecessors for evil and their imbe- 
cility for good? Were freemasonry changeable — were it necessary that her laws and 
government and policy should keep pace even with the changes introduced by the 
spirit of republicanism and progress, a general head might be useful — but under pres- 
ent circumstances, we can see no good it could achieve beyond the conferring of titles 
on its officers and the consumption of means that could be better applied.” 

The Committee are down upon professional, itinerant beggars, 
especially on a Captain Ben, w T ho also assumed other fascinating 
names, figuring in various localities and obtaining relief. With 
a large experience in this matter, your Chairman cannot bring 
to mind a single instance in which relief was afforded, where 
imposition had not been practiced, or where circumstances did 
not justify that conclusion — male and female are both included 
in the category. 

North Carolina is noticed by the Committee with compla- 
cency ; and the tone of their Committee on the acts of our Col- 
lege agent, is in happy contrast with the offensive criticisms of 
last year, which are now held by themselves in disfavor — re- 
buked. In allusion to the crippled condition of our College, 
the Committee remark : “We wish our brethren of the Old 
North State success in their most praiseworthy undertaking ; 
but must be allowed to say that we consider their example a 
good warning to us, not to enter rashly upon one so dangerous 
and difficult . 55 Bro. Bobt. Morris was present, and delivered 
an oration before the Grand Lodge, which was published in the 
Proceedings. 

Ojregon. — The Communication of this Grand Lodge was held 
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iu J une last. Tlie Grand Master’s Address occupies but a small 
space in tfre proceedings, and is confined mostly to local affairs. 
1 Le, however, states that the correspondence ' of his office has 
been extensive during the year, and that he has granted seven 
dispensations for the formation of new Lodges. He acknowl- 
edges the reception of a circular from Maine, upon the subject 
of a General Grand Lodge, remarking that the subject.liad ever 
been regard favorably by his Grand Lodge, and recommending 
it to its renewed consideration. M. W. B. Stark, G. Master. 
The officers elect were publicly installed at the Court House in 
Astoria, agreeably to resolution. A resolution is pending to 
the effect, 46 That any Master Mason, in good standing, a mem- 
ber of any Lodge within this jurisdiction, is authorized to cast 
a ballot in any Lodge in this jurisdiction which he may visit, 
upon the application of a candidate for initiation or advance- 
ment.” Your Committee think this an injudicious move. 
Lodges are jealous of their rights, which may not be interfered 
with, with impunity. The Report of the Committee on Foreign 
Correspondence was presented by the Chairman, Bro. Amory 
Holbrook, acknowledging the reception of proceedings from 
thirty four Grand Lodges, North Carolina of tlie number. The 
Committee say that “ they have carefully perused all these 
proceedings, containing many thousand pages, all full of in- 
struction and valuable information ; but professional and other 
imperative engagements suddenly crowded upon the Chairman, 
during the time which he had intended to employ in preparing 
this report, they are compelled to omit the ordinary abstract, 
and will attempt only to present the opinions of other jurisdic- 
tions, upon a few of the more prominent questions now discus- 
sed in Masonic Councils.” The Committee, true to the fulfill- 
ment of their design, have deprived us of the pleasure we 
might otherwise have experienced in a more extended notice 
of their labors. 

Delawahe. — The New Hall procured for the accommodation 
of the Grand Lodge, was dedicated according to Masonic usage, 
at the opening of the Annual Communication in June last. The 
proceedings of this Grand Lodge were altogether of a local char- 
acter — no address — no communications. Bro. Jno. R. McFee, 
elected Grand Master. 

Tejvxessee. — Y r our Committee are much pleased with the 
Proceedings of our sister of Tennessee, viewing the Report on 
Correspondence, by Bro. Chas. A. Fuller, as a masterly pro- 
duction, full of interest. We agree, generally, with the doc- 
trines set forth in the able report — every jurisdiction is therein 
respectfully noticed. 

The Address of the Grand Master, Bro. Thos. McCulloch, 
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though, brief, is not without interest. He congratulates the 
Grand Lodge on the happy termination of the unforti^nate dif- 
ferences lately existing in Hew York and in Canada, by a 
friendly reconciliation, and the union of the hitherto antago- 
nistic bodies of these several jurisdictions. We quote his sen- 
timents, elicited by a circular proposing the establishment of a 
General Grand Lodge : 

“ If such a tody can be wisely and safely organized, there can be no question of its 
beneficial character. Independent of the good to Free-Masonry that would flow from 
such an institution, the benefits inuring to the country at large would be incalculably 
great. The disaffectious that now and then spring up, between different sections of 
our happy country, threatening the peace and stability of our institutions, require that 
the bonds that unite this great people should be brightened and strengthened ; and if, 

we firn ly believe, a General Grand Lodge would tend to bind more closely together 
the extremes of the Union, we should lend our aid to its consummaiion. A body with 
principles of universal application, and recognizing no lines of separation, would cer- 
tainly tend most powerfully to harmonize the country and give stability and perma- 
dence to our glorious institutions. But the subject is before you : let it receive a thor- 
tugh consideration.” 

He calls attention to tlie loose and unguarded manner in 
which candidates for admission into the Order are received, 
and says, “ too frequently men of immoral character and vicious 
habits are permitted entrance into our Order. Coming with 
these disabilities, they enter only to bring us into disgrace, and 
work only to our confusion.” * * * * 

“The policy is not wise to convert our Lodges into schools of reformation, where 
bad men are to be taught goodness, and the vicious and the depraved are to be redeem- 
ed from their vices. We may rest assured that whatever good may result from such a 
policy, the evil will always greatly preponderate. Men of immoral character, and of 
settled vicious habits, can bringnotbing but trouble into our ranks ; and though deeply 
symyathizing with them, the interests of our beloved Order demand a firm and unqual- 
ified refusal of their applications for admission. To fulfil our voluntary vows, and to 
consummate the ends of Masonry, we must rigorously adhere to first principles, and 
receive none but those whose lives are unpolluted by gross vices, and who are at pres- 
ent free from habits of dissipation. Fidelity to God, duty to each other, and obliga 
tions to the world, imperatively demand of us a faithful performance of all the requi- 
sitions of Masonry.” 

In allusion to the determination of the Subordinates to puri- 
fy their bodies of all unworthy material, he says : “ Let this 
regulation go forward, and every Brother strive to illustrate in 
his life the excellency of the precepts taught him in the East, 
and Masonry will become what its organization intended it 
should be, a blessing to tlie world, and the praise of the whole 
earth.” The Grand Master feelingly announced the demise of 
the aged and worthy P. G. M. Wilkins Tannehill; and a 
resolution to erect a suitable monument over bis grave was 
adopted. The case of the W. Master of a Subordinate Lodge, 
charged by its S. Warden with un-Masonic conduct, was thus 
disposed of: u Hesol/ved, That it is the opinion of this Grand 
Lodge that Bro. Wm. P. Hill has acted very imprudently in 
writing the anonymous letters in the ease under consideration : 
that his conduct in the case has been such as to bring reproach 
upon the Masonic Fraternity, and that he be repremanded by 
the M. W. G. Master, in open Grand Lodge, for the same.' 
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The Committee reporting on that portion of the Grand Master’s 
Address relative to the establishment of a G. G. Lodge, are not 
prepared to approve his recommendation, and observe that — • 

“It is not onlv a d^icate, but a great question ; and if a general convention of Ma- 
sons in the States should be liolden, it ought to be a preliminary convention, to digest, 
if deemed proper, a scheme or plan to be submitted to the Grand Lodges of the several 
States. Such convention should not be clothed with full and absolute power to bind the 
Grand Lodges of the States. W ith this thought, the committee consider that it is a 
subject worthy of the attention of this Grand Lodge.” 

The Committee on Correspondence quote from the Alabama 
proceedings (which we have not received) the decisions of vari- 
ous Grand Lodges in regard to the punishment of non-affiliated 
Masons, mostly approving such course — but Michigan and 
Hew Hampshire are more in accordance with correct practice, 
Michigan thinks “ every candidate comes of his own free will 
and accord, and surely we should desire to keep none among 
us after that free will is not felt.” Hew Hampshire says: “It 
is clearly un-Masonic, and was never known until other Socie- 
ties sprung up, trying to imitate our time-honored institution.” 
The Committee think it was a stretch of power in the Grand 
Master of Illinois, who had restored an expelled Mason to the 
rights and privileges of Masonry, upon the recommendation of 
the Lodge that expelled him ; that province resting alone with 
the Grand Lodge, or the Subordinate Lodge expelling. We 
coincide with that opinion. This line occurs in a quotatation 
made by the Committee : “The Masonic Institution is becoming 
entirely too popular for its true interests.” It would have ad- 
ded to its truthfulness to have said : the Masonic Institution is 
becoming entirely too popular without , and too unpopular with- 
in , for its true interests. The desertion of the Lodge Hoorn, 
will prove the truth of the latter clause of the sentence. The 
Grand Lodge, during its session, laid with appropriate ceremo- 
nies the corner stone of the new Masonic Temple, in the course 
of erection in the city of Nashville; after which, the proces- 
sion moved to the Presbyterian Church and listened to an ele- 
ment oration, delivered by the Grand Orator, Eev. Bro. Jno. 
W. Hanner. We reluctantly pass from these proceedings. 

Canada. — The Proceedings of the second G. A. Communica- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of Canada, held in the city of Mon- 
treal in July 1857, are gotten up in fine style, and make a ve- 
ry imposing appearance— the contents indicating talent, and a 
high degree of Masonic lore. The limits of our Heport, alrea- 
dy swelled beyond reasonable proportions, will not permit us 
to qxtend to our Canada brethren that courtesy which other- 
wise it would be our pleasure to afford. Our heart is with them 
for their prosperity, and we shall rejoice, with thousands whose 
sympathies are ever with them, when they shall have become 
firmly established, and greeted by every worthy Mason through - 
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out the wide extent of the earth. The Report of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Correspodence is . mostly devoted to extracts 
from Proceedings in reference to Canadian affairs, and to. criti- 
cisms thereon. We present the following portion of the Grand 
Masters Address, to show the firmness with which he is deter- 
mined to maintain the position assumed by the Grand Lodge : 

“A number of Grand Lodges in the United states, also* have already, in the most 
fraternal spirit, acknowledged the correctness of our masonic position, whilst a few 
others have delayed their recognition out of courtesy to the Grand Lodge of England, 
waiting until an opinion had been expressed by that Grand Lodge. I am not dispsoed> 
to condemn the extreme caution exercised by that portion of our sister Grand Lodge." 
in this matter, but will merely say th t whilst the Grand Lodge of England is loofetl 
up to by Canadian masons with sentimeuts of the highest respect and regard, and 
whilst her approval of the step we have taken will be hailed by all with delight and 
satisfied on, we do not for a moment admit that her decision in the matter can in any 
way affect the legality of our position. The correctness of our course has' been clearly 
demonstrated by many of the most distinguished and best informed of masonic writers 
and authorities, and although by some parties our proceedings have been condemned, 
I have neither met with nor heard f a single instance in which any but worthless and 
specious arguments have been abduced against the correctness of our action, or our 
present constitutional posit. on.” 

Cikculaes. — The circulars from Bro. Dove, relate to the ac- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of Virginia, suggesting the propriety 
of the Masonic Fraternity’s co-operating with the “Ladies’ 
Mount Vernon Association” in carrying out the pious purpose 
of the “Southern Matron.” It is proposed that “the Masonic. 
Fraternity immediately, through their several Lodges, send to 
the Secretary of each Grand Lodge a sum equal to one dollar 
for each member.” We commend the subject to the earnest 
consideration of the Grand Lodge, but with little hope of a fa- 
vorable response, in view of her crippled condition, induced by 
over zealous action in promoting the erection, within her own 
borders, of a noble and lasting monument of Benevolence. 

The Circular, relative to a Masonic Congress or W orld’s Con- 
vention, is dated April 1858. It is known to the Grand Lodge* 
that a universal Congress, -of which Grand Master Prince Lu- 
cien Murat was the head, assembled at Paris some time back, 
and it is now proposed to hold another in some other part of 
the world — perhaps in this country. Several propositions arc* 
submitted for tire action of Grand Lodges — but we must refer 
the circular itself to the Grand Lodge for special action if needsbe. 

We cannot hope, in the manner in which we have fulfilled the 
task reposed in ns, to have met the just expectations of the 
Grand Lodge ; or in the expression of our views to harmonize 
in perfect unison with tlnysentiments of every one. With what- 
ever favor our production may he received, we are satisfied 
that our motives will not be impugned — with that assurance 
alone, dear to a Mason’s heart, we feel more than compensated 
for the labor we have bestowed.
